Jets collide and crash near village

A mid-air collision hear 
Nanrwich. Cheshire, yesterday 
is likely to lead to questioning 
of the use of the quite thickly 
populated area for RAF low- 
level training. 

The falling wreckage of two 
Harrier vertical take-off jet 
fighters missed Farm buildings, 
cottages and a public house by 
I between SO and 100 yards. •• The 
roofs of council houses in the 
village of Cholmondeston and 
a form dairy were damaged. 
Pieces of . wreckage were 
scattered over about a square 
mile. Both pilots were killed. 

The aircraft were two of four 
apparently practising t urn i ng 
in towards one another at low 
level, according to three wit¬ 
nesses, all employees of the 
Crewe rail workshops who were 
fishing - on the Shropshire' 
Union Canal ar Cholmondeston. 

One of them, Mr Dennis 


Fenna, of Fletcher Street, 
Crewe, put die height of the 
aircraft before tbe collision at 
“no more than the. top of 
Blackpool tower." 

• The Fuselage of one Harrier, 
on fire - and still conxainiiig the' 
body of its pilot, fell about 
three hundred yards from Elms 
Farm and about the same dis¬ 
tance from the Little Man 
public bouse, where about fifty 
members of the Cheshire 
Beagles and supporters had 
hern assembled'just, before the 
crash. 

Three hours after the accident 
a Harrier was seen flying over 
the area at about 200ft. 

• The RAF said the aircraft,

Madrid, Jan 19 

The Spanish Government to¬ 
day averted a strike in the state- 
run railway system by mobiliz¬ 
ing all 62,000 employees. The 
same action was used to halt a 
Strike by postal workers last 
week. 

But no agreement has yet 
been reached with Madrid’s 
4,000 nnderground. . Metro 
workers : vhn have threatened to 
strike again this week if'their 
demands are not met. Accord¬ 
ing to informed sources, the 
Government is afraid to mobi¬ 
lize them in case they defy the 
order and mutiny. 

Like the postal workers,' the 
mainline railway-men are now 
under military law, which could 
lead to court martial proceed¬ 
ings if they strike again. Eight 
postmen, arrested last week, are 
due to appear before a military 
court.- 

The rail and postal workers 
are civil servants, but the Metro 
company is privarely owned 
although heavily subsidised by 
the state. The move against the 
rafimen has not averted the 
strike of workers employed by 
Wagon Lits, the private com¬ 
pany operating Pullman ser¬ 
vices. 

In Madrid the construction 
industry bas returned to normal 
after an estimated 80,000 work¬ 
ers went on strike, but other 
industries continued 'ra be 
dosed. i

Icelandic ultimatum on 
cutting diplomatic link

Women tortured. 

Nine out of 10 of the women prisoners 
held with her in a Santiago jail were 
subjected to electrical shock torture in 
a building known.as the “sex house”. 
Dr Sheila Cassidy told a Geneva press

land and particularly those 
living in Belfast that some ot 
them would shortly be killed 
or maimed. 

The statement was made after 
the implications of the dis¬ 
covery 'vc re discussed at a 
meet ins between Mr Rees and 
his senior security advisers, in¬ 
cluding Sir James Flanagan, the 
F.UC Chief Constable, and Sir 
David House, the GOC. 

Although no formal declara¬ 
tion has been forthcoming from 
me Provisional IRA's army 
council the attempt ro smuggle 
in such a large -ingle consign¬ 
ment of explosives is regarded 
by the authorities as final con¬ 
firmation that plans have been 
drawn up for a full-scale 
resumption of hostilities. 

For several weeks the Army 
end police in Northern Ireland 
and on die English mainland 
are understood ro have been 
making prepare non* to counter 
a renewed and more intense 
terror campaign. 

One question being con¬ 
sidered in government circles 
is the role that men from the 
.Special Air Service Regiment 
would play in the event of a 
breakdown of the ceasefire. It 
is recognized that there would 
be intensive pressure from 
Ulster “ loyaliststo extend the 
counter-insurgency brief of the 
SAS. which is now restricted to 
the emergency rone of co 
Armagh. 

An investigation has started

The Dublin Government was 
embarrassed by the disclosure 
that 22<?Jb of commercial gelig¬ 
nite, manufactured under the 
brand name Frangex by Irish 
Industrial Explosives Ltd. of 
Enfield, formed pan of the haul 
found in the hijacked road 
tanker. 

The factory, in the remote 
countryside of co Meath, is 
heavily guarded by the Irish 
pnlice and Army. It makes 
more than 5,000 tons .if explo¬ 
sives a year and has frequently 
been pinpointed as the source 
of gelignite used by Provisional 
IRA homb-makers. 

Securin' measures a: the fac¬ 
tory were discussed by Irish 
and British ministers after the 
discovery of a large Provisional 
IRA explosives dump in South- 
ampton last year. Further diplo¬ 
matic pressure is likely rn be 
applied by the British. 

Irish government sources 
maintained yesterday that a 
direct link between rhe factory 
and the stolen gelignite had 
been ruled nut. It is believed 
rhat the Provisionals are obtain¬ 
ing their supplies from a 
legitimate buyer of Frangfcx. 
which is used in quarries, mines 
and for demolition work 
throughout the republic. 

Each delivery from tiie fac¬ 
tory is marked with a special 
code, and investigations may 
reveal that the cache is made 
up uf more than one consign¬ 
ment. 

The discovery of the ex¬ 
plosives has damaged recent 
denials by Mr Cooney, rhe 
Irish Minister tor Justice, that 
materials and men from inside 
the republic have been respon¬ 
sible for many recent atrocities 
carried our in Northern Ireland. 

That point was emphasized in 
a statement issued last night by 
the majority loyalist coalition, 
which demanded the introduc¬ 
tion of tougher legislation. It 
said: ‘‘The Irish authorities 
can no longer protest their 


innocence and claim that ex¬ 
plosives are not coming from 
the South. Again their protests 
have been revealed as a sham." 

Earlier some trade unionists 
in Northern Ireland gave de¬ 
tails of a campaign aimed at 
ending violence, sectarianism 
and discrimination. Leaders of 
the Northern Committee of.the 
Irish Congress of Trade Unions 
hope to win wide support for 
a ax-point programme, which 
wiH starr next week.

Water rates | 
rise after 
Lords ruling 

A Law Lords, ruling has 
meant dial more than seven 
million people in the North¬ 
west face bigger rises in water 
rates. 

The North-west Water Autho¬ 
rity decided at its budget meet¬ 
ing at Warrington. Cheshire, 
yesterday that another 14 per 
cent must be added to the 
water rates. 

It is to cover refunds and 
adjustments after the House of 
Lords judgment thar owners of 
properties not connected to a 
mains sever cannot, be asked to 
pay for sewerage and sewage 
disposal expenses. 

Tiie authority said it was 
di*mayed at thy extra in¬ 
crease, which will be added to 
a 10 per cent rise in the general 
scrricc charge and an average 
11 oer cent rise in the water 
supply charge, subject to agree¬ 
ment by the Prices Commis¬ 
sion. 

Mr Peter Liddell, chairman of 
tbe authority, said rhe National 
Association of Ratepayers had 
claimed the Law Lords ruling 
a* a “.great victory”. 

But it was now clear that tbe 
result of their action was to 
shift the cost from a small 
minority to the great majority. 
Nationally the ruling will mean 
water boards must find ao addi¬ 
tional £50m.

Police investigations to find 
the killers of three children con¬ 
tinued ia Northampton and 
Glasgow yesterday. 

Northampton police drew up 
a list of 300 suspects in their 
hunt for the killer of Susan 
Giles, aged 10. They are plan¬ 
ning to reenact her last walk 
from her home in Stanhope 
Screer, Northampton to the 
garage where she was found 
stripped, sexually assaulted and 
battered on Saturday in the 
hope of obtaining witnesses. 

Mr Eldred Booth by. Deputy 
Chief Constable of Northamp¬ 
tonshire, yesterday reiterated a 
■warning that che killer might 
strike again. “The public must 
continue ro take precautions 
and especially keep young chil¬ 
dren off the streets after dark." 

Detectives found what may 
have been rhe murder weapon 
but released no details, ilany 
schools in the town adjusred 
schedules to allow children ro 
leave school early. 

Sir Eoothby said the list of 
people wanted for questioning 
included the name of a man 
who is in Northampton General 
Hospital after' falling from the 
roof of a three-storey building 
in the town on Sunday night. 
Police officers also want to ques¬ 
tion the man over the alleged 
assault of a middle-aged man 


who is also in hospital after- an 
incident on Sunday. 

Northampton police received 
hundreds of calls yesterday 
from members of the public 
offering information on the kill¬ 
ing. 

A post-mortem examination 
on the girl showed that she 
died of shock and haemorrhage 
as a result of a fractured skull. 

The girl’s parents were in a 
state of shock yesterday and 
staying with relatives. Their 
two other daughters were with 
friends. 

Glasgow police continued 
their search for the killer of 
John McMonigle, aged 13, and 
bis sister, Irene, aged 12. Tup 
hundred officers arc involved in 
the hunt for the person who left 
them bound, gagged and bar¬ 
tered to death in their^ tene¬ 
ment home in Golspie Street, 
Go van, on Saturday. 

Det Supt James Bird said: 

Somebody has the necessary 
information to conclude our in¬ 
quiries quickly and successfully. 
This is the person we are direct¬ 
ing our appeal to.” 

The McMonigles were the 
only family occupying the tene¬ 
ment, which is semi-derelict and 
due for demolition. The father, 
Mr John McMonigle. aged 36, 
whose marriage has been dis¬ 
solved, had been on a visit to 
a flat to which the family were 
due to move when the murder 
occurred.

In fact there is positive 
discrimination against them.'* 

Glasgow’s difficulties run far 
deeper than an immediate cash . 
shortage for public services. The 
city fates formidable tasks of 
slum clearance and urban re¬ 
newal. The budget for the next 
financial year lies between 
£140ra and £150m, of which 43 
per cent is spent on debt 
charges created by housing and 
redevelopment. 

The population of die city has 
deliberately been reduced from 
1.250.000 to few more than 
900,000 to lessen chronic over¬ 


crowding; but there are fewer 
ratepayers to meet the rising 
debts. When economies on the 
scale proposed by the Secretary 
of State are imposed the reduc¬ 
tion in services makes the aty 
less attractive and fewer people 
want to move there. 

“ If we put the rates up, 
people are discouraged; if we 
leave things as they are, people 
are equally discouraged ”, Mr 

English said. With such a 
descending spiral the future of 
Glasgow is gloomy. 

The dry complains ihat by 
contrast rural areas emerged 
from the Government’s pruning 
shears relatively untouched. 
Even more unfairly in the 
urban view, parts of north and 
north-east Scotland have been 
allowed to decrease their spend¬ 
ing by 17 per cent. 

The city’s policy and re¬ 
sources committee considers 
that what the Government ex¬ 
pects of Glasgow is totally un¬ 
realistic and would amount to 
a 27 per cent cut in spending 
this year. 

Behind the financial question 
lies an even more uneasy poli¬ 
tical situation. The Glasgow 
district contains the core of 
socialism in west central Scot¬ 
land, upon which the Govern¬ 
ment and Labour Party heavily 
depend. 

The putty in Scotland be¬ 
lieves (here is no swifter way 
of losing support than by in¬ 
creasing the cost of public 
services. The condition of much 
of Glasgow’s housing has long 
been an embarrassment to the 
d'ty, but to improve it would 
be immensely costly. 

Rents and rates have already 
risen sharply over the past year. 
If that is co be followed By 
severe cuts in services, many 
local councillors think the result 
might be politically disastrous, 
particularly with the Scottish 
National Party providing voters 
with an alternative. 

The emergence of a new Scot¬ 
tish Labour Party critical of die 
way socialism is being repre¬ 
sented in Scotland adds another 
worry.

Talks over 
dogs at 
flower show

Mr Morris. Minister-ior the 
Disabled, is to seek a meeting 
of thd Royal Horticultural 
Society and organizations rep¬ 
resenting the blind, after recent 
disclosures in The Times that 
guide dogs for the blind were 
not exempt from a ban on the 
admission of dogs to the Chel¬ 
sea Flower Show. 

Mr Morris said yesterday: 
“I am naturally concerned to 
improve access for all disabled 
people, including the blind, to 

E ubtic and social events of all 
inds. My aim is to help dis¬ 
abled people to live their lives 
to the fulL” 

Although guide dogs for the 
blind are highly trained there is 
a possibility that people might 
be injured at the Chelsea 
Flower Show if they are 
admitted : there is therefore no 
alternative in the interests of 
safety but to ban them, the 
Royal Horticultural Society said 
in a statement yesterday. 

The ban was criticized by 
"Lord Snowdon in a letter to The 
Times in which he said that the 
society was displaying a lack of 
understanding of the kind that 
was the bane of many disabled 
people's lives. 

“ It is necessary to consider 
whether, because of conditions 
which cannot he modified, there 
may be categories of potential 
visitors who might be of special 
risk, or who might, unintention¬ 
ally, create a risk for others", 
the society said.

Guide dngs. unlike other dogs, 
are highly trained to cope with 
normal crowd conditions and, 
even in the special conditions at 
Chelsea, could certainly be 
relied upon to guide their 
owners safely. 

“Tlicj? might well, however, 
find it extremely difficult, in a 
forest of legs', to avoid other 
visitors. unaware of their 
presence and therefore unable 
to take avoiding action. The 
possibility of injury both to the 
dogs and members of the public 
in such circumstances cannot be 
overlooked." 

The society added that it had 
been suggested that if u visitor, 
possibly elderly, fell because of 
iripping over a dng and was 
seriously injured the society's 
insurance company would pro¬ 
vide compensation. 


Subsidies on 
cheese to 
be reduced

Subsidies paid to processors 
and importers of cheese are to 
be cut by almost 14p a pound 
next week That will reduce 
the value of the subsidy to 
shoppers by 2p a pound to lOp. 
The reduction was announced 
yesterday by Mrs Williams, 
Secretary of Srare for Prices 
and Consumer Protection. Im¬ 
mediately there was a warning 
from the dairy industry about 
“ unfair distortion of the 
trade ”. 

Mr Paul Pegden-Smith, 
products director of the Dairy- 
Trades Federation, called on 
the Government to ensure that 
importers do not gam an unfair 
advantage. Daries at home re¬ 
ceived the subsidy when their 
cheese was sold, he explained. 
Importers were paid when their 
cheese entered this country. 
They might hold stocks im¬ 
ported while the sold sub¬ 
sidy was in force and sell 
them after it had been reduced. 
“ That would be like' giving 
them an extra discount that we 
did not have ”, Mr Pegden- 
Smith said. 

Mrs Williams said the sub¬ 
sidy fund had to be cut by £2m 
a year because rising demand 
for subsidized food was push¬ 
ing expenditure towards its 
limit.

Local authorities fear pressure from regional assemblies 

Demand in Wales for a devolution referendum 


By Geoffrey Smith 

Tliere is a swelling chorus oE 
demand from local authorities 
in Wales for a referendum in 
the principality before the 
Government’s devolution propo¬ 
sals are put into effecr. A good 
many Welsh authorities have 
taken this position officially 
and the plea was heard time 
and again ar a conference on 
devolution organized in Cardiff 
last week by the Chartered 
Institute of Public Finance and 
Accountancy (Cipfa) and 
attended principally by local 
government elected members 
and officials. 

Both at this conference and 
a similar one held by Cipfa in 
Glasgow the previous week 
there was scepticism over the 
Government’s intentions. It was 
to some extent the expression 
of a special interest. Local 
government people in both 
countries are clearly worried 
lest their own activities should 
be cramped by the creation of 
Scottish and Welsh assemblies. 

The very remoteness of West¬ 
minster is seen as something of 
an advantage by those running 
local authorities. Parliament is 
too distant and roo busy to 
interfere incessantly. Ministers 
and officials at the Scottish and 
Welsh Offices have enough to 
do without becoming involved 
in the details of local admini¬ 
stration. 

But, ic was maintained, the 
members of these new assemb¬ 
lies may not have enough ts do. 


They will want to enhance their 
role', and therefore possibly to 
seek work If the assemblies are 
organized on committee Hues, 
as the White Paper suggests, 
then it would be natural for 
part of that work to be detailed 
Investigation by committees 

into how local authorities are 
carrying out their responsibili¬ 
ties in the fields'll! question. La 
any event it is feared that local 
authorities wiH find the 
immediately superior level of 
government pressing more 
closely upon them. , 

That raises two other, fears. 
The first is that the creation 
of this new layer of government 
will not be compatible with die 
present structure of local gov¬ 
ernment. In both countries re¬ 
form of the structure of local 
government has preceded devo¬ 
lution. New, and in some cases 
large, regional authorities have 
been established which, it is 
thought, may soon find them¬ 
selves bumping their heads 
into their respective assemblies. 
The problem is liable to be par¬ 
ticularly acute in Scotland, 
where ‘the Strathclyde Region 
encompasses more than a third 
of the population in the coun¬ 
try. 

Even those members a of 
Strathclyde who had misgivings 
about forming such a vast 
region in the first place would 
be sorry to see it split up now. 
They have worked hard to get 
it going and do not want to 
see their efforts wasted; but it 


is widely accepted in Scotland, 
by local -authority people and 
others, that the structure of 
local gover n ment cannot remain 
unchanged with an assembly 
and that Strathclyde Region in 
particular must go. 

The last reform of Scottish 
local government w*s exceed¬ 
ingly unpopular; and the 

regional authorities, which 
came into operaiton last- year, 
are the objects of quite intense 
disapprovaL But those in local 
go ver nm ent dread another up¬ 
heaval, and it is generally be¬ 
lieved that, no matter how 
necessary, it may be, snch an 
exercise would be no more 
popular than the list The 
White Paper scheme, however, 
would leave that task in Scot¬ 
land to the assembly. 

Not so in Wales. As the 
Welsh assembly would have no 
direct legislative powers, the 
reform of - local government 
there would remain the respon¬ 
sibility of Westminster. But in 
Welsh local, government drdes 
it is believed that changes 
would have to be made there as 
well, so that even if the United 
Kingdom Government did not 
introduce proposals for reform 
immediately something would 
have to be done at some time. 
Devolution would therefore 
upset the organization of Welsh 
local government. 

Finance is another anxiety. 
The proposal for the assemblies 
to be able to levy a surcharge 


on local authority taxation is 
naturally unpopular in local 
government circles, where it is 
believed that it is the collect¬ 
ing authority, that incurs the 
odium whoever the money goes 
to in the end. Even worse, it 
Is suspected that rather than 
directly and openly imposing 
such a surcharge the assemblies, 
with devious political cunning, 
would simply distribute less of 
their block g rants . to local 
authorities, which would be 
left with the invidious task of 
malting up the gap by'levying 
higher rates. 

While the block grants for 
the assemblies would be calcu¬ 
lated to include money for load 
authorities there would be no 
obligation on . either assembly 
to pass on a given slim. 

But while those various 
doubts and worries are felt in 
both Scottish and Welsh local 
government circles they were 
expressed with far more vigour 
in Cardiff than in Glasgow. At 
the Scottish conference the-pre¬ 
vailing mood was uneasy, cir¬ 
cumspect, resigned. In Cardiff, 
on the other hand, there was 
no lack of open criticism. 

The Scottish sceptics were 
conscious of a popular tide that 
made most of them acknow¬ 
ledge devolution to be merit- 
able. The Welsh critics were 
demanding a referendum on the 
confident assumption that die 
Government’s scheme would be 
rejected in the principality. 


Fear of dispute between transport unions

Fears of a dispute between 
road and rail unions over the 
apportionment of public money 
to the two services were ex¬ 
pressed by Mr Thomas Lord, 
director general of the West 
Yorkshire Passenger Transport 
Executive, at Wakefield yester¬ 
day. 

Earlier Councillor Dennis 
Matthews, chairman of West 
Yorkshire County Council Pas- 
! senger Transport Committee, 
i had outlined the council’s 
transport policy, saying that 
out of an estimated total com¬ 
mitment of £13.15m, £5.78m 
would be to support the trans¬ 
port executive and National 
I Bus Company services and 
fares, and £3.3m for local rail¬ 
way passenger services. 

Road transport uaion offi- 
S rials maintain that the contribu- 
t non to rail is disproportionate 


to the use of the services. Bus 
passenger journeys number an 
estimated 1,500,000 a year, 
compared with 50,000 passen¬ 
ger journeys by rail 

At yesterday’s meeting Mr 
Lord admitted that the execu¬ 
tive was “not happy” with the 
distribution of public money. 
It meant that some services 
would be uplifted and others 
reduced. He said: “We are 
not wanting to create trade 
union conflict in the county. 
There are dangers that such a 
conflict -will emerge . . 

On financial policy and 
prospects, Mr Matthews said 
bus and train services in West 
Yorkshire would be maintained 
at broadly their existing level. 
“.Although in line with govern¬ 
ment policy we have had to 
reduce the level of council 
support for bus services ”, he 
said. “ I am hopeful that we 
shall see the year through suc- 


• cess fully and the best possible 
services' will be provided with¬ 
in our resources.” 

' It was hoped that fares on 
transport executive buses 
would be held at their present 
level. It was hoped also that 
National Bus fares, the subject 
of .an application for increase 
recently, would be subvented 
and held to their present level; 
talks were going on to that 
end. 

On railway strategy, Mr 
Matthews said West Yorkshire 
was carrying out a holding 
■ operation on local railway pas¬ 
senger services until a compre¬ 
hensive review of the local 
network was completed later 
this year. He was hopdful, 
however, that when services 
that had a role to play in an 
integrated system had been de¬ 
fined, improvements to encour¬ 
age more use of the railway 
could proceed.

New Manx law will protect local jobs

Douglas, Isle of Man 

Legislation giving the Manx 
Government new powers to con¬ 
trol immigrant workers in the 
Isle of Man in order to keep 
out “ undesirables ” and give 
priority to local workers will 
become law today when ‘the 
Royal Assent to it is announced 
in Tynwald. 

It will not take effecr imme¬ 
diately but on a day appointed 
by Sir John Paul, the lieutenant 
governor. There will also have 
to be regulations under rbe new 
Act passed by Manx MPs, but 
these procedures are expected 
to be completed rapidly. 


A Manx government repre¬ 
sentative said yesterday : “ The 
implementation of this Act is 
considered to be a matter of 
urgency. There will be very 
little time lost in making it 
work now that we have the 
Royal Assent cleared.” 

The Act increases from five 
years to 10 the qualifying period 
of residence in die island for a 
man or woman to be considered 
an “ Isle of Man worker Those 
who are not, need a work per¬ 
mit : the present work-permit 
system is extended to include 
women, self-employed persons 
and many professional persons 
as well as wage-earning manual 
workers. 

There is also provision for a 


government committee to screen 
the backgrounds of immigrant 
workers to establish whether 
they have criminal records or 
are otherwise undesirable as 
residents. 

The Act has been passed 
because the island, through its 
former associate membership of 
the Common Market, cannot 
impose its own immigration 
controls. Workers will still be 
able to move freely into the 
Island but the Manx Govern¬ 
ment will have statutory powers 
to deny work to those who- 
are unwanted. Meanwhile the 
island’s present work-permit 
system has been tightened 
because of growing unemploy¬ 
ment.

Dr Cassidy describes electric shock

Dr Sheila Cassidy, die British 
surg e o n imprisoned in Chile for 
almost two months and released 
at the end of December, said 
today that “ at machine gun 
point ” she had written and 
signed a statement dictated to 

her in the “torture centre”, 
the Casa Grimaldi in Santiago. 

While there she had signed a 
further statement under duress 
and a third, * a cydostyled' 
form” after three weeks soli¬ 
tary confinement at-the Cuatro 
Alamos detention centre and a 
similar doemnenr on leaving die 
women's detention block at the 
Tres Alamos p rison. 

Dr Cassidy, who is 38, gave a 
news conference after appear¬ 
ing before the United Nations 
ad hoc working group investi¬ 
gating the human rights situa¬ 
tion in Chile. 

Her 24-page statement. Issued 
to the five members of the 
group on Saturday, set one a 
summary of what happened to 
her in Chile; details of her per¬ 
sonal torture in the 12 hours 
after arrest, and also hearsay 
evidence she obtained from 
other prisoners. 

It said the food in the prison 
camps was inadequate to main¬ 
tain health, or even life. Many 
people disappeared while de¬ 
tained. At one building, known

What may provide a way out 
of the present impasse in India 
has been outlined by 30 
acharyas (learned men). They 
met at Paunar, near Nagpur, at 
die ashram (retreat) of Acbarya 
Vrnobha Bhave, who as 
Mahatma Gandhi’s disciple has 
a popular appeal and is re¬ 
spected both by Mrs Gandhi, 
me Prime Minister, and Mr 
Jayzprakash Narayan, Leader 
of the Opposition. 

The “learned men”, includ¬ 
ing 12 vice-chancellors of Indian 
universities, said that the “de¬ 
tention of a large number of 
social and political workers who 
fully believed in non-violence 
and religious toleration, the cur¬ 
tailment of civil liberties and 
press censorship, including 
coverage of parliamentary pro¬ 
ceedings, were not good for the 
health of the nation, if con¬ 
tinued indefinitely.” 

Their 1,000-word statement, 
yet to be placed before Mrs 
Gandhi, said that in the overall 
national interest the time bad 
come to reverse some of the 
recent trends so that the 
“emergency could be ended”. 
Ac the same time, the gains 
made could be “ maintained 


and consolidated ”. Vigorous 
efforts should continue for 
curbing anti-social activities 
like smuggling, black marketing 
and tax evasion. 

The “ learned men ” felt that 
a general election should be 
held as soon as possible. They 
thought that in view of the. 
common and widespread desire 
for far-reaching electoral re¬ 
forms, specific proposals for re¬ 
forms “ will be framed through 
mutual consultations between 
all concerned, in order that elec¬ 
tions at all levels become fair, 
free from corruption and in¬ 
expensive 

At the end of the three-day 
deliberations, Acharya Vrnobha 
Bhave said that democracy as 
followed in the West, paiticu- 
larly in Britain, did not suit 
India because it was virtually 
" demonocracy 

The leader, who is 80, said 
that according to the present 
system, if three out of five 
people favoured a course of 
action it became a majority 
decision. He asked what sort 
of democratic decision it was. 

He emphasized the need- to 
evolve a new discipline because 
India was a country of mere 
than one religion and more than 
15 languages.

Bangkok, Jan 19.—A group . 
fof British former prisoneis-cf- 
ivar today revisited the site of 
the bridge over the River 
Khivae Noi, which they helped 
to build as captives of rhe 
Japanese in 1943. The film 
Bridge on the River Kwai was 
based on this warime episode. 

The party of 48, which in¬ 
cluded some war widows, were 
planning to spend three days 
at the bridge, which now rep¬ 
laces the wartime one, near 
the town of Kanchanaburi, 30 
miles west of here.

Bouse of Commons 

MR ROST (Sooth-East Derby¬ 
shire, C) asked the Mi niste r for 
the Civil Service what contribution 
Us department was ma kin g 
towards the Government’s targ ets 
of containing public expenditure. 

MR CHARLES MORRIS (Man¬ 
chester, Openshaw, Lab]—Minis¬ 
ters are considering what reduc¬ 
tions In their manpower needs may 
flow from their policy of reducing 
planned future public expenditure. 

We remain committed, to the 
principle that the Civil Service 
must be property staffed to carry 
out the work which Parliament 
gives It to do. Significant reduc¬ 
tions in its size cannot be achieved 
solely by increased efficiency and 
therefore must largely follow deci¬ 
sions about how work can be 
reduced. Redactions will therefore 
take some time to have full effect. 

In the short term, however, 
there is likely to be further growth 
in numbers to* deal with existing 
work, particularly where this is 
demand-related, as In the payment 
of unemployment benefits. 

MR ROST—Would it not be bet¬ 
ter if Parliament gave it less -work 
to do ? 

MR MORRIS—This is a matter 
for Parliament to decide. 

MR WRIGGLESWORTH (Tees- 
side, Thomaby, Lab) asked for the 
most recent figures of the number 
of civil servants. 

MR MORRIS—The most recent 
figures available relate to the posi¬ 
tion as at October 2, 1975. On 
November 24, 1975, the number of 
staff in post was 719,145.. 

MR WRIGGLESWORTH— 
Would he confirm that contrary to 
many recent attacks made on the 
Civil Service, the increase in size is 
related directly to economic condi¬ 
tions in the country, decisions 
taken by the Government and deci¬ 
sions taken by this House ? 

MR MORRIS—On each of the

There is a considerable riim- 
ming-down of the workforce at 
British Leyland. This will not mean 
that they will not have to take on 
Sew employees from time to time, 
even though that sUmming-down is 
taking place.

British Leyland Is not a 
nationaticed company and must 
operate under its own ma n ag e ment 
answerable to tire National Enter¬ 
prise Board. 


BSC and unions must be 
left to hold discussions 



MR ROST (South-East Derby¬ 
shire, C) asked the Secretary of 
State for Industry for a statement 
on the investment and rationaliza¬ 
tion programme of the British 
Steel Corporation. 

MR KAUFMAN, Minister of 
State.—The British Steel Corpora¬ 
tion expect to spend over £500m In 
the current financial year on their 
capital investment programme—a 
record and substantially more in 
1976-77. 

Government decisions on most 
of the plant closures proposed by 
BSC In their related rationalization 
programme have already bees 
announced to the House on Feb¬ 
ruary 4 and August 6 last year.

We found In both those coun¬ 
tries a desire-for greater recogni¬ 
tion in Whitehall and here in Par¬ 
liament: of toe national Identities 
and local problems of Scotland and 
Wales.

MRS* JUDITH HAST ' (Lanark, 
Lab) said- that- she bad been a 
fundamental devotutionlst long 
before the- Scottish National Party 
became an active force hi Scottish 
politics. She became a fundamental 
devointaonJst in foe mid-1550s 
when she was associated with reso- 
lutions at the Scotxitii Labour 
Party co nf erence to try to find-a 
Labour Party policy at that time in 
&vour of a Scottish -Parliament. 

It was sensible end logical to 
allow Scotland democratic 
dedsaon-rnaking to determine Scot¬ 
tish priorities. 

Powers in agriculture end trans¬ 
port must be more ftxBy devolved, * 
os the present mix contained In.the 
proposals woidd not do.

Such a large-scale, old-fashioned 
■performance of Bach’s Mass iri 
B minor as was given at the 
Festival Hall on Sunday may 
before long become an 
anachronism, may already seem 
one to those who have enjoyed 
more authentic ones. Bat if it 
is to be done in the grand way, 
let it be done with the convic¬ 
tion brought to it under Bernard 
Haitink on this occasion. 

Haitink was not overawed 
by the solemnity or reverence 
attaching to the work and so 
favoured crisp, forward-moving 
tempi, always concentrating on 
the flow and line of the 
choruses and encouraging the 
London Philharmonic Choir, 
well trained to the starting 
pose by John Alldis, to articu¬ 
late crisply and uf emphasize 
such relevant individual points 
as the plain song entry of the 
basses in the “ CooEteor The 
chorus altogether was a touch¬ 
stone of Haitink’s approach, 
dear, to the point, no nonsense. 

That led to reservations about 
the interpretation as a whole. 
Lively speeds sometimes meant 
unthinking over-confidence in 
the choir’s singing, which in 
turn produced some occasional 
raucous passages from the men’s 


sections. It also reduced title 
central “Et incarnatus est” 
and “ Cruifixns " to almost mat¬ 
ter-of-fact status, as if everyone 
had forgotten the import of 
those crudal passages in their 
concern for merely musical mat¬ 
ters. 

There were also more than- 
a few moments when it was 
clear that the orchestra had had 

much less rehearsal time at its 
disposal than the chorus. Too 
many specialist groups have 
made us impatient of this kind 
of soggy Bach playing; nor bad 
the various obbligati (Nicholas. 
Busch in “ Quoniam ” excepted) 
any more character. 

The solos were divided among 
a quartet of soloists. Recently, 
five or even six have been used: 
Certainly “ Laud am us te ” lay 
too low for Sheila Armstrong as ‘ 
it might have lain too high for. 
Norma Procter, but - John 
Shirley-Quirk easily eocoiu-. 
passed “ Quoniam ” and “ Et in 
spin rum sanctum ”, where he 
managed a finely flowing and 
expressive legato at a faster 
speed than usual. . 

The two ladies blended and 
contrasted well in “Domine 
Dens ”, and Miss Procter 
brought all experience and 
sincerity to bear on the “Agnus 
Dei” where for once a tempo 
was on the slow side. Peter 
Pears’s quiet intensely personal . 
account of the “ Benedictus ” 
might have been more telling in 
more intimate surroundings. “ 


Cristina Ortiz 
Queen Elizabeth Hall

The recital in the South Bank 
Sunday piano series was given 
not by Horatio Gutierrez, who 
was ill, but by the young Brazil¬ 
ian, Cristina Ortiz, who won the 
Van Cliburn Competition in 
1969 aged 19. Although appear¬ 
ing at short notice, she showed 
no sign of strain. It was a pleas¬ 
ure to bear playing at once so 
fluid, so imaginative, so tonally 
beguiling. 

The programme was pi artistic 
rather than intellectual: 
Albentz. Debussy, Scriabin 
and Prokofiev were all pianists 
themselves, wizards of the tonal 
and textural effect. It cer¬ 
tainly played into the hands of 
this young artist and it was good 
for a Sunday afternoon, never 
the best time for Hammer- 
klaviers. 

Nothing was more enjoyable 
than the central group of 
Albentz, three pieces each from 
Iberia and Cantos de Espaha, 
and perhaps mosr of all the way 
Miss Ortiz made melody flow 


and sing. She found ravishing 
sonority for surrounding tex¬ 
tures, too, which remained 
translucent however complex, 
as in “Evocacidn”, “Trianna” 
and “El Albaidn”. Her evoca¬ 
tion of guitar sonority in die 
fast repeated notes of 
*' Asturias” was as close to rhe 
real thing as could ever be 
drawn from a piano. “ Seguidil- 
las ” had a dancing glint. 

Her ear for sonority was 
scarcely less of an asset in 
Prokofiev's second sonata in D 
minor. There was no trace of 
the percussive clatter so often 
meted out to tfuc composer. 
Each thematic strand , was 
attractively coloured and 
clearly outlined,' with tingling 
rhythm adding to the imme¬ 
diacy of the interpretation. 

In a group of Etudes by 
Scriabin Miss Ortiz showed 
that she had strong wrists as 
well as nimble fingers, and that 
she could offer intensity as well 
as charm. In Debussy’s 
Children's Comer the snow 
danced exquisitely but “ Doctor 
Gradus ad Parnassum ** and 
“‘Golliwog's Cake-walk” lost a 
little piquancy because mar¬ 
ginally too fast and facile.

The prize money for the Wim¬ 
bledon tea nis champion -7 rips, to 
be played from June 21 10 July 
3, has been increassed by £36,530 : 
from £1GS,S7S to £145,425. The 
men's mcnev has been raised by 
£22,800 to £87.650. the women’s 
by £13,750 to £57.775. Their per¬ 
centages of the new record prize 
fund arc roughly 60 per cem and 
40 per cent, which should satisfy 
most of those who have studied 
all the factors involved in alloca¬ 
ting a fair proportion to each sex. 

In terms of percentage increases 
to me various events, the women's 
doubles tup £2,200) has benefited 
most, followed in order by the 
mixed doubles (£1,500). the men’s 
singles f£lS,700). the men’s 
doubles (£2,500). the women's 
singles (£10,000), the women's 
p'.-te i£7110). and the men’s plate 
i £350 1 . This is a welcome if smaTI 
step in the rijht direction. But 
the percentages granted to all 
three doubles eronts remain 
grossly unjust. Of the five main 
events the two singles receive 
£113.500, the three doubles 
£22.300. Such a huge disparity Js 
indefensible. 

Tbe first prizes have all been 
Increased, the woman's singles 
achieving five figures and stand¬ 
ing £2,500 behind the men's, which 
means that the gap has been 
slightly dosed. The mixed doubles 
winners wflJ receive £3.000, tbe 
amount awarded to the men’s 
singles champion ox die first open 
Wimbledon in 1965. 

in adlib on ro rbe £36,550 extra 
prize money, Wimbledon’s contri¬ 
bution to the bonus pool for the 
men's grand prix series has been 
increased by £3,565 to £12,315. 
This means that, directly or ,-n- 
(iirectly, £40,115 of extra money 
will go into the players’ pockets. 
But admittance prices have gone 
up and the revenue from commer¬ 
cial concessions has also helped 
Wimbledon to put more into the 
kitty. 


When viewed in relation to the 
rest of the Internationa] circuit, 
the prize money at its greatest 
festival is not as inflated as a 
first glance .may suggest. It h.vs 
to be remembered that Wimble¬ 
don. is a larger and longer tourna¬ 
ment than most, and that its 
rewards are therefore more widely 
scattered and amount to two 
weeks' earnings instead of one. 
Prestige can be a doorway to fin¬ 
ancial gain. But it does not, in 
itself, pay the mortgage. 

Another factor is the success 
of World Team Tennis (WTT), 
the American inter-dry league 
competition. WTT are tightening 
their grip on tbe summer alleg¬ 
iance of the players. In attracting 
competitors, they no longer need 
to be quite so flexible in granting 
time off for European tourna¬ 
ments.

Tbe men’s professional tennis 
conndi (a partnership between 
the Association of Tennis Pro¬ 
fessionals and the International 
Lawn Tennis Federation) are work¬ 
ing constructively in an attempt 
to ensure that professional tennis 
remains a world game, rather than 
being dominated by one continent. 
World Championship Tennis are 
keeping faith with their interna¬ 
tional concept and the American- 
based women’s tour Is poshing its 
itinerary across the seas. 

AH this is encouraging. But the 
European summer season badly 
needs coordinating more tightly in 
order to present the players with 
an irresistibly attractive two- 
momh package. -It is to this end 
that the ETA must address them¬ 
selves.

Bowles oe transfer list at own request

Stan - Bowles was yesterday 
placed on the transfer list at his 
own request for the third time 
in his curb tiient career with 
Queen’s Park Rangers. Once again 
the club have said tbe reasons 
are ** personal ’' but the prob¬ 
ability that Bowles’s wife saw 
photographs of him with a model 
iu Sunday newspapers and that 
she was yesterday believed to have 
returned to her home town of 
Manchester, are familiar and 
relevant background pointers to 
this latest incident. 

Although seldom out of the 
headlines either because of tris 
UrilHance on the pitch or his 
activities off it. Bowles had 
seemed to make a positive effort 
to discipline himself this season 
and a fortnight ago he was one 
of 28 players asked to stand by 
for England's trip to the United 
States this summer. However, last 
month the Queen’s Park Rangers 
manager, Dave Sexton, dropped 
him from a match against Man¬ 
chester City because he said the 

J layer was “ not in the right 
rarac of mind ”, 

Bowles has confessed to 
frequent heavy gambling and it 
is well known that his wife has 
not settled in London. This com¬ 


bination of problems has brought 
Bowles even more publicity than 
h is brilliant football. But nis un¬ 
doubted skill has always been 
tainted by outbursts against his 
former club, Manchester City, his 1 
present one and England. In May, 
1974, not long after telling the 
then Rangers manager, Gordon 
Jago. that be wanted to return 
to Manchester, he walked out of 
the England headquarters after 
being substituted during a match 
against Northern Ireland. Tbe 
troubles continued. 

In September of that year he 
was placed on the transfer list 
at his awn request, missed train¬ 
ing and was suspended by the 
club for a fortnight. He came 
off the transfer list later that 
month but returned to it for 10 
days in December. Four months 
later he announced his retirement 
which lasted a week- His wife 
agreed to return to London in 
June and everythhig seemed quiet 
until December when he told Mr 
Sexton his personal problems were 
affecting his same. 

Rangers will circulate clubs 
immediately, probably asking for 
about £150,000. If past events are 
any indication there will be few 
inquiries and Bowles will stay 
with Rangers, despite a terse com¬ 


ment by Mr Sexton that be wanted 
only players who would give “ 100 
per cent ”. At a time when there 
are too few outstandingly clever 
ball players available to England, 
It is important that Bowles solves 
his difficulties. 

A more surprising move yester¬ 
day was the decision of Man¬ 
chester United’s assistant mana¬ 
ger, Fat Crerand, to leave Old 
Trafford after 13 years. He said : 
“ With the club doing so well, I 
believe this is the right time to 
think about making the break, l 
am very interested in obtaining a 
managerial post 

Crerand's departure will leave 
only one member of the 1968 
European Cup winning side. Step¬ 
ney, at United. Crerand won 18 
Scottish caps and joined United 
from Celtic. It would not be sur¬ 
prising to see him return to 
Scotland.

Sollas bears

Vernon Sollas, the British 
featherweight boxing champion, 
will bear a heavy responsibility 
for a 21-year-old when he enters 
tbe ring at the Albert Hall this 
evening against Francisco Villegas, 
of Puerto Rico. Not only most he 
win for the sake of Us own career, 
but he must also do so con¬ 
vincingly, preferably excitingly, in 
order to help British boxing sup¬ 
porters forget the disappointment 
they suffered the last time they 
paid to watch the noble art in 
this arena.

Happily, there is plenty of evi¬ 
dence chat VlQegas, a 27-year-old 
who has had 44 bouts and won 35, 
ts a pugilistic import' who has 
come here to give full value. His 
most impressive victories include 
points decisions over Enrique 
Finder, a former World Boxing 
Association bantamweight cham¬ 
pion, and Rodolfo Martinez, the 
present World Boring Council title 
holder, at 8st 61b. In March last 
year in San Juan, Villegas drew 
with Alfredo Escalera, who is the 
WBA junior lightweight champion. 
Most ringside reporters thought 
Villegas unlucky not to win. 

.SoUas has had 23 bouts of which 
he has won 19. His three defeats 
came from George McGurk 
(stopped), Jimmy Re vie (lost on 
points), and the now retired Evan 
Armstrong (knocked out). Bat 
since SoUas began to box from a 
firmer base, and forsook his dan¬ 
gerous imitations of the Ali shuf¬ 
fle, he has run up a string of 
seven consecutive wins. 

Villegas does not have the repa¬ 
ration of being an explosive 
puncher. He likes to stay close, 
working rhythmically with both 
hands, and Jr will be up to Sollas 
to make the most of any advantage 
In height and keep tbe exchanges 
at long range'. Apart from left jabs 
and hooks, the British champion 
could make good use of the right 
cross for Villegas has admitted 
to me that that was the punch 
which floored him and scrambled 
his semes when he was stopped 
by Eliseo Cosine, the Mexican 
bantamweight champion, in 1972.

For many years cricketers re¬ 
signed themselves to being the 
poor relations, at any rate of 
golfers, footballers ana jockeys.' 
But that Is changing now. Having 
created a cricket boom, the lead¬ 
ing players are loo king for every 
way of cashing in on it. No one 
seeips to doubt that Ian Chappell, 
if he plays at all next season, will 
do so for tbe highest bidder; 30 
will Thomson; so, quite possibly, 
will Barry Richards. Tbe transfer 
system in Australia is near ; nearer 
than would ever be countenanced 
in England. 

The first highly paid cricketer 
was Gary Sobers. Many before 
him enjoyed handsome benefits 
during their careers. From his 
three testimonials W. G. Grace 
made over £8,000, which In those 
days was a greet deal of money. 
But Sobers was the first cricketer 
to earn a five figure income, com¬ 
piled from a variety of sources 
and with an agent’s help- There 
might be half a dozen of those 
today, perhaps more, with Gredg, 
by some way, at the head of the 
field. 

Craig's 'six months in Australia 
are thought to have cost his 
sponsors £30,000. Only a small 
part of that is being found by 
the Waverley clnb as such. It is 
from journalism, and broadcast¬ 
ing, and combining in a book, and 
advertising and coaching, and 
lecturing and endorsing many pro¬ 
ducts that Greig's earnings mainly 
come. Several times a day you 
con see him on the TV, extolling, 
maybe, a dishwasher’s virtues.

Ice skating 

When the computer says six and six make eight 


By John Hen&essy 

The bewilderment la the British 
camp on receiving the final result 
for cbe European .ice dance cham¬ 
pionship in Geneva last week can 
be readily understood. So could 
the disappointment of Janet 
Thompson and Warren Maxwell 
(finally placed eighth) and the 
anger of Joan Slater, their men¬ 
tor ia Geneva. 

Can there be a parallel ia any 
other sport, I wonder, to- the 
Iud(crous experience suffered by 
Miss Thompson and her partner ? 
There are two elements in the 
dance championship, in both of 
which tbe British pair finished 
sixth; yet when the two results 
were collated they found them¬ 
selves two places lower, over¬ 
hauled by not only Matilde Cicda 
and. Lamberto Ceserani, of Italy, 
who finished seventh in both ele¬ 
ments, but also by Theresa Weyna- 
Urban and Piocr Bojanczyk, of 
Poland, who were eighth both 
times. 

This is such a statistical freak 
that I have pored over tbe com¬ 
puter print-out at'some length to 
seek an explanation. The tables 
produced here should be of in¬ 
terest to all with a mathematical 
bent coupled .with an interest in 
sport. 

Involved as it is, an explana¬ 
tion is needed of the method of 
establishing the final placings for 
skating competitions. The proce¬ 
dure goes as follows. Tbe winners 
kre those who achieve five first 
places (le, a majority) among tbe 
nine judges. The runners-up are 
those who achieve mom second 
places or better, subject to' a 
minimum of five, the third those 
who achieve the most third places 
or better, subject to the same 
minimum, and so on (see column 
beaded Analysis). 

In the accompanying table (sec¬ 
tion A) it will be seen that 
Pakhomova (surnames o£ the 
women partners hereafter for the 
sake of brevity) had nine first 
places asrd was easily placed first. 
Similarly, Moiseyeva had eight 2s, 
Linlchuk seven 3s (or better) 
Regoczy six 4s and Green nine 5s 
(or better). So far so good. 

There is, however, no-one utfth 
a majority (ie, five) of 6s and 
the couple to he placed sixth 
therefore is the one with most 7s 
or better. It wiH be seen that 
Thompson had only five (the 


appropriate marks are given in 
bold type), compared with the six 
of both Ciccia and Weyrta-Urban. 
Sixth place in these tied rirema- 
stances lay between Ciccia and 
Weyna-Urban, and this conun¬ 
drum was resolved by adding the 
piece marks of the six marks in¬ 
volved (again in bald type), arriv¬ 
ing at 38 for Ciccia (6, 6, 7, 7, 

6, 6) and 41 for Weyna-Urban (7, 

7, 7, 6, 7, 7). Since these we 

S ee marks the lower score Is 
better. Followers of cross¬ 
country racing wfll well under¬ 
stand the point. 

With seven places now decided, 
the next went to the couple with 
most eight place marks or better. 
In foot Thompson bad nine, though 
it was small comfort now to be 
placed eighth, respectable though 
it is by ordinary standards. 

A less Involved form of plac¬ 
ing the skaters would certainly 
have put Thompson sixth. Her 
total marks were 188.94 compared 
with Cicda’s 188.14 and Weyna- 
Urfean’s 184.82. Even if one were 
to omit the cop and bottom marks 
(in order . to avoid prejudicial 
judging, as is done kx some ocher 
sports) the British mark would 
have been 146.68, the Italian 
146.28 and the Polish 144-92. (As 
a matter of fctterest the British 
judge, Harry Lawrence; the sub¬ 
ject of much controversy at 


Geneva because of ids unpredict¬ 
able marking, did not give the 
British couple their highest 
marks.) The same result would 
have been reached bad place 
marks been used, as in the crou- 
counrry analogy, for Thompson 
had only 60 to Cicua's 62 and 
Weyoa-Urbst’s 70. 

Sections Band C of the table 
also analyse the position of tbe 
three couples involved in both the 
separate elements. It will be seen 
from the figures in bolder type 
that whereas six of the judges 
placed Thompson seventh or better 
in both elements, one of these, the 
Hungarian judge -- (number 4), 
finished with an overall place of 
eighth (boxed in the table) for 
them, thereby reducing their 
seventh place marks to one below 
tint of their rivals. I have studied 
the Hungarian’s marks in detail 
and in the company of an Oxford 
undergraduate with mathematical 
qualifications and we have still to 
discover how this anomaly came 
about I imagine If Mark Twain 
were alive today he would claim 
that there were four; not three, 
kinds of lie—lies, damned Lies, 
statistics and computers. 

As if all fids statistical rigmarole 
were not enough to encourage dis¬ 
trust In the system, placings in 
this sport can have greater sig¬ 
nificance than personal gratifica¬ 


tion (or humiliation). A come;

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The Falkland Islanders may be no more than pawns 
in a game Britain does not want to win 


Will the British Government 
stand firm on the Falkland 
Islands* now that the battle 
with Argentina has recom¬ 
menced, following Argentina's 
request for the withdrawal of 
■our arnbassador from Buenos 
Aires?' The evidence so far 
suggests that she may not, 
although it is still very much 
in the balance. The slippery 
'slope to appeasement with 
Argentine over the sovereignty 
of the islands began in the late 
60s and has now accelerated. 

The Falkland Islands have a 
population of about 1,957, 
mostly descended from British 
emigrants during the last cen¬ 
tury. What. most people will 
say, is all Che fuss about? Who 
cares about this tiny group of 
islands, 7,000 miles from 
Britain, tucked away at the 
bottom of the earth 400 miles 
from Cape Horn? And this is 
the point—who cares? The Bri¬ 
tish Government for one seems 
.prepared to let these islanders, 
whose only source of-. liveli¬ 
hood is from selling about £2m 
worth of wool a year to 
Britain, become the victims of 
a losing diplomatic battle. 

Arge ntin a now virtually con¬ 
trols all entry and exit docu¬ 
mentation to the islanders; 
LABE, the transport wing of 
the Argentine air force pro¬ 
vides the only regular weekly 
air service to the islands; the 
Argentine Defence department 
.has a refuelling depot and 
tank farm on the island. 

Little or nothing has been 
said about what Argentina 
would like to do with ■ the 
island, assuming it legally took 
over the sovereignty, other 
than that it would like to use 
them for resettlement—as 
though there was not enough 
territory on the Argentine 
mainland itself. What is per¬ 
haps more to the point is that 

Which camp 
for China’s 
neighbours?

fake all beliefs that have 
served as the pillars supporting 
a creed there is a gnawing re¬ 
luctance openly to admit to 
apostasy. Yet this reluctance 
should be less where the his¬ 
torical and cultural differences 
are much greater than those 
that divided eastern from 
western Europe. In the -co¬ 
herent world of East Asia, 
shared traditions are at least 
as strong as those of western 
Europe, and certainly half a 
millenium older. 

So Mr Teng Esaao-ping could 
tell the United Nations iu 
April, 1974, that " the socialist 
camp, which existed for a time 
after the Second World War, is 
no longer in existence”. China's 
size, historical consciousness, 
cultural superiority and 
absolute self-confidence may 
allow of such a declaration. 
China has always stood alone. 
But what of her contiguous 
communist neighbours. North 
Korea, and the soon to be 
unified Vietnam? Are their 
alignments to be regional, 
global or independent?

millenium; in both countries as 
Chinese vassals throughout. 
Both took their philosophv of 
government and the state from 
China, Until _ the nineteenth 
century both lived more within 
a Chinese sphere than any ease 
European country lived within

Britain appears not to want to 
be bothered with the Falkland 
Islands, which are one of the 
final appendages of colonial 
days- Because they are so 
devoutly British, the islanders 
have never clamoured for self- 
determination, as did the inha¬ 
bitants of the Seychelles, a 
co mp ar at ive group of similar 
shed islands, but in slightly 
more hospitable waters.

To go to the islands by air 
from Britain involves a min¬ 
imum of five days, and intend¬ 
ing travellers must stop in 
Buenos Aires to obtain a 
“white card” giving them per¬ 
mission from the Argentine 
Government to visit the islands. 

The only regular sea com¬ 
munication with the islands is 
by a small chartered ship 
operated by the Falkland 
Islands Company . which 
voyages to the islands four 
tim« a year from Gravesend 
carrying wool and general 
cargo. The journey takes 31 
days and is not primarily for 
passengers. • 


Apart from ibis vessel, the 
craly Ochs’ reliable means erf 
getting to the island by sea is 
using the Royal Navy survey 
ship Endurance^ which .pro¬ 
vides an' expensive transport 
service.

Montevideo tike 
thieves in the night It was 
this method which has infu¬ 
riated the Argentine govern¬ 
ment and led to the exodus of 
the British ambassador, but as 
far as she islanders are con¬ 
cealed, what as more signif¬ 
icant: is the fact that in Inarch,.

The Falkland^ were disco¬ 
vered in 1592 by Captain John 
Davies of the . Desire. The - 
islands became French in 1764, 
but three years later a British 
settlement was established and, 
following a .short interlude 
with Spain and disruption by 
the American navy, the islands 
passed into ' British hands 
ag&in. Apart from small settle-. 
ment of Argentines in .1320,, 
under the “United provinces 
of La Plata”, the Argentine 
. Government has no claim to 
the sovereignty of the islands. 
In fact, it was not until 30 
years after the British settle¬ 
ment was established in die 


Falkland® that Argentina, in | 
the face of Chilean opposition, 
occupied territory .in mainland : 
South America. Argentina thus, 
has no claim on the islands by 
right, tradition,, inheritance, | 
language or ' from any outer | 
point, of view. .' I 

The islanders' have always j 
declared their intention to i 
remain British, and part of 
Lord Shackletotfs brim is to 
confirm" their views and to 
examine the resources of the 
colony and- the dependencies. 

From an economic point of 
view, the . islanders are for 
from being a drag on the Bri¬ 
tish economy, as . the' income 
from the wool sales contributes 

some £2m worth of hard cur¬ 
rency to our balance of pay-, 
meats.- Approximately 80 per 
cent .of all the islands’ trade is 
done with British . companies, 
and in addition there is no tax 
relaxation for the islands. With 
such a small .population, -the' 
Falkland Islands nave one of 
the highest per-capita incomes 
in the world. ; . 

If Britain sells the islands 
down the. river to Argentina, 
many of the . islanders have 
said they will leave. This will 
probably, mean massive rescue 
operations-, by. " Britain and the 
trials and tribulations of a sub¬ 
stantial refugee- problem. This 
will be matched by the loss of 
some of the finest fleeced 
sheep in the world, loss of tax 
revenue for the Chancellor, 
loss of general trade, and the 
loss of a potentially valuable 
and strategic base for the next 
decade, especially of t here i s 
any threat to - the Pan a m a j 
C a rttri- But .after all, the Falk- 
lands are 7,000 miles away and 
there are - only 1,957 islanders 
living there. ,

Mind you, although Marl¬ 
borough House remains its 
ornate self, the grandeur of 
the conference openings has, 
like the size of the territories 
concerned, diminished since 
their heyday of the early sixties.

Djibouti, Africa’s new trouble spot that 
could bring in the US and Russia 


While world attention is 
focused on ’ the continuing 
United Staaes-Soviet Union con¬ 
frontation in Angola, another 
inter national clash appears to 
be nearing in the French 
colony of Djibouti, an 8^00 
square -mile enclave on the 
i north-east African coast, 
j France announced on 
i December 31 that she would 
grant independence to Dji¬ 
bouti, but the qutiook for a 
peaceful transfer of power is 
, bad: in December alone there 
! was an assassination attempt 
1 on the colony’s premier, 41- 
year-old Mr Ali Aref; a border 
dasfa between the French 
Foreign Legion and troops of 
neighbouring Somalia; and a 
diplomatic flare-up between 
Somalia and Ethiopia, when 
1,000 demonstrators attacked 
the Ethiopian Embassy in the 
Somali capital of Mogadishu. 

Add to this the protracted 
rivil^war in Ethiopia's neigh¬ 
bouring province of Eritrea, 
considerable Saudi Arabian 
' intervention in both Eritrea 
and other parts of Ethiopia, 
Soviet interests in Somalia and 
United States interests In Eth¬ 
iopia, and the ingredients seem 
to be present for a classic 
decolonization dispute of th e 
kind Africa has already seen 
in the Congo, Spanish Sahara 
and Angola. While of no eco¬ 
nomic importance in itself, Dji¬ 
bouti; facing Aden, commands 
the mouth of the Red Sea and 
is of evident strategic import¬ 
ance to large and medium-sized 
powers ■ (including Egypt and 

Anyone wanting to get to 
the root of the issue need only 
wander a short distance from 
the capital city of Djibouti, 
where about 45 per cent of the 
colony’s 130,000 papulation 
live. The area is surrounded by 
a 10 -mile long line of barbed- 
wire and mines, guarded by 
members of the 5,000-strong 
French Foreign Legion force 
in Djibouti. Many people have 
been killed or maimed on this 
line since ir was set up follow¬ 
ing anti-French riots In 1966, 
and its purpose is to keep out 
“ undesirables 

The “ undesirables ” are 
members of the Issa nationa¬ 
lity, a Somali group which 
forms the largest single com¬ 
ponent of the colony. The col- 
city’s official name is, in fact.

voting rolls, seats filled by 
appointment and other devices.

Aref, 
now France’s protege, rose to 
power on an anti-Issa basis, 
calling for continued adhesion 
to France, plus the expulsion 
of all Issas without propter 
identity cards and of all those 
who voted for independence in 
a 1967 referendum. 

Mr Aref and- his supporters 
have changed the name of the 
party from Union and Progress 
within the French Whole to 
the National Unity Party for 
Independence, but are still 
calling for maintenance of the 
economic and military presence 
of France after, independence. 
The main opposition party, the 
Popular African League for 
Independence, is led by Mr 
Hassan Gouled (an Issa) and 
Mr Ahmed Dim (an Afar). 
They want “ genuine independ¬ 
ence”, and In particular an 
end to'the French military pre¬ 
sence in the TFAI. When Mr 
Aref launched his new party 


opening ceremony, mainly be¬ 
cause it started 20 minutes 
earlier than advertised. 1 missed 
Rowlands’s speech, arriving 
just in time to hear the Sey¬ 
chelles Premier thank him for 
his spirit of friendship. Then 
Rowlands announced that the 
bar was open.

France has now decided to 
leave the territory formally, at 
least partly because of political 
changes in the area. Emperor 
Haile Selassie, Ethiopia’s late 
ruler, supported - ene French 
presence, and much of Ethio¬ 
pia’s trade passed through Dji¬ 
bouti port. The new military 
regime in Ethiopia appears to 
want France’ to leave, whilst 
Arab and African pressure led 
to a United Nations vote *on 
December 9 calling on France 
to grant independence. 

France’s _ loss of her main 
strategic interests in Africa 
and the Indian Ocean—as well 
as of her commercial position 
in South Vietnam—is ariso a 
factor behind die derision, 
since Djibouti was a staging 
post in this imperial communi¬ 
cations system. But Paris still 
hopes to retain a military ^pre¬ 
sence in Djibouti after inde¬ 
pendence in order to oontisue 
an aerial surveillance of Soma¬ 
lia and South Yemen. 

Ethiopia and SomaSsa, how¬ 
ever, are both concerned about 
each other’s intentions end sus¬ 
pect each other of wonting to 
annex Djibouti after the 
French leave. The Somalis call 
Djibouti “ French Somajitaakl ” 
and active from Somalia is a 
small guerrilla group, the 
Front for tbe Liberation of the 
Somali Coast; in May last year 
the Front kidnapped the 
French ambassador- to Moga¬

and economic aid is now forth¬ 
coming and the junta has j 
cracked down ’ on left-wing 1 
opponents. Any clash between; 
Somalia and Ethiopia along 
their lengthy border would 
therefore threaten to involve, 
both the United States and foe j 
Soviet Union. 

Washington is not directly 
involved, but may be tempted 
to pick up the colonial reins, 
where France is in danger of 
dropping them, as has hap¬ 
pened before, in Indochina.. In 
an Africa that is bring drawn 
into intercontinentri politics, a 
place as complex and unstable 
as Djibouti is unlikely to 
escape foe general pattern: no 
one nay have heard of it yet,

flicts of interest:

is wrong. Otherwise, not only will 
they fail, but we sbaH have to face 
the spectacle of another spare of 

S osecnnons of soldiers in Northern 
eland in which, to the delight of 
our enemies and the amazement of 
almost everyone else, we parade the 
law-enforcers before the same courts 
and on the same charges as the 
terror is ts themselves. 

When I served in Northern 
Ireland, the yellow card was 
extremely restrictive of the circum¬ 
stances in which soldiers were per¬ 
mitted to open. fire. Broadly, it was 
' cal c ula te d to ensure that no-one 
would be shot, who was not in the 
, very act of kffiiag or causing serious 
injury to another, or who was 
immediately about to do so. It was, 
of course, based on the concept of 
the right of any citizen to use 
reasonable force in self defence, or 
an the defence of another, and in the 
prevention of crime. 

Such concept may be fine for 
dealing with rank robbers in Batter¬ 
sea. or even with hijackers at 
Heathrow. As interpreted in 
Northern Ireland it is utterly out of 
place to support mi army fighting 
a seven-year war with no end 
remotely in sight. It presupposes an 
inability to act aggressively and-a 
readiness to allow the enemy to 
strike first. It implies a transfer of 
initiative to the opposition and an 
anxiety to disengage from any con¬ 
frontation. It sends the soldier into 
battle shorn of the legal protection 
he needs properly and adequately to 
utilize his racpcal training, harness 
his military experience and deploy 
his professional talents. 

Regrettably, Sir, it provides no 
basis at. all for any confidence that 
the SAS can improve upon your 
Correspondent’s appalling score card 
of IRA 49 Army 0.

The lessons of a baby’s death 


From Sir Ronald Gibson 
Sk, One must express a deep sym¬ 
pathy with ail those concerned in 
the tragic case of Stephen Meurs. 

At the same time, there are cer¬ 
tain facts which most be faced—not 
the least of which is the shortage 
of trained sodal workers. 

But there is a more fundamental 
cause for these ills which seems 
so far to have gone unnoticed. It 
well needs to be brought ro public 
notice. 

Several of us in general practice 
have for many years been building 
up primary health care teams, de¬ 
signed to cover the total care, (not 
just tbe medical treatment) of the 
whole patient. To this end doctors, 
nurses, midwives and health visi¬ 
tors have been working together 
in groups from the same centres, 

intimate]y involving themselves with 
the total care, each understanding 
tbe other’s role and consulting to¬ 
gether, if necessary, daily about 
any particular patient. We looked 
forward to sodal workers joining 
the team (in fact, some bad already 
done so—even if only in qn hono¬ 
rary capacity) together with home 
helps. 

This ideal and- wholly desirable 
concept has been destroyed by the 
passing of an Act which divides 
health from welfare as if with a 
brick wall—to tbe extent that the 
person for whom we 3re now res¬ 
ponsible has been divided into half 
a “patient” and half a “client”. 
Even working from a next door 
building does little to retrieve the 
situation, for it is only by working 
closely together from the same 
building, knowing and talking to 
each other, that our asm can be 
effectively achieved. 

To add to this we now have a 
new machinery of organization 
which is so complicated and inex¬ 
plicable that one wonders how even 
the British could have dreamed it 
up. (Can one wonder, for example, 
at a lack of central communication 
when a health visitor is responsible 
to one authority and a social worker 
to another?) And, tragically, can 
one wonder that the risk of a child 
being starved to death goes un¬ 
noticed ? 

These two Acts have resulted in 
what can only be called “ retro¬ 
gressive progression ”. Those of us 
who were budding up primary 
health care teams rave been stop¬ 
ped dead in our tracks and the 
greater tragedy is that it will take 
a decade or more to get back to 
where we were two years ago. 

Although vre are annoyed and 
frustrated it is tbe patient who is 
the sufferer—the one for whom our 
admirable National Health Service 
was created and the one who now 
should be raising his voice and 
demanding of ministers and politi¬ 
cians (of any party) that they look 
again at their ill-conceived ideas 
with a view to a return to the con¬ 
cept of total care by an integrated 
health care team of all the in¬ 
volved disciplines, without which 
we cannot hope to avoid further 
tragedies in the furure.

From Dr Joy West 
Sir, I share your leader writer’s 
concern (January 16) about the 
pressures social workers find them¬ 
selves under in cases of non-acci¬ 
dental injury. In sodal work, as in 
medicine, primary care frequently 
devolves upon the most junior and 
least experienced, backed up by a 
staff of seniors who supervise their 
work. 

But there the similarity ends. For 
whereas even the most junior doctor 
has already undergone a prolonged 
and rigorons training followed after 
qualification by an apprenticeship 


in hospital, nowadays only 40 per 
cent of newly appointed sodal 
workers are trained, and their 
apprenticeship is of a very different 
nature. 

In medicine, supervision takes 
place at the bedside, in the casualty 
and out-patient department, but 
sodal.work supervision is for the 
most part office-based, removed 
from the fraught domestic scene. 
Which means that, once promoted, 
the experienced sodal worker is 
. largely lose to field work and may 
supervise a case for many months 
without ever seeing tbe diem. 

This, to my mind, is the weakest 
link in tbe organizational chain set 
up_ to deal with non-actidental 
injury. It presupposes that an inex¬ 
perienced sodal worker has suffi- 
dem knowledge of the normal to be 
able to detect the abnormal in child 
care and development and, having 
done so, is able to communicate 
accurately to his senior his. feelings 
of doubt or anxiety*. 

Tbe objection has been raised 
that there are insufficient staff to 
enable a senior to see every, case. 
But I maintain that some of the 
tragic errors and a good deal more 
of human misery could be averted 
without any increase in resources 
if,' where the welfare of children 
is -at stake, it were routine for a 
senior sodal worker to accompany 
his junior on a proportion of visits. 
The training situation would thereby 
be enhanced, the client would have 
the benefit of the senior’s expertise 
and, where necessary, skilled inter¬ 
vention : all in* no more time than 
it takes for the junior to face -the 
situation alone, return to the office 
and report his findings.

From Dr Sinclair Rogers 
Sir, The very moving report pub¬ 
lished this last week of the tragic 
events surrounding tite death of 
Steven Meurs in Norfolk highlights 
an apparently increasing factor 
which those concerned with child¬ 
ren are having to face. That is the 
sheer range of inhuman and brutal 
circumstances in which some Ktde 
children are brought up. As the 
report states, the local authority 
workers involved simply could not 
believe the depth of inhumanity 
which was expressed. 

I refer, in the main, to the 
affluent Western world where in the 
absence of the grinding poverty of 
sadder days there are children 
dying in the harsh and terrible 
environment deliberately made by 
those caring for the children. While, 
for example, bad housing is a prob¬ 
lem to many still, recent cases of 
death by extreme brutality or 
neglect are to be characterized 
almost as suburban in which 
adverse economic factors are not 
significant. This is true of the cases 
in Brighton, Steven in Norfolk and 
particularly of the case of the girl 
Genie who was locked away in an 
upstairs cupboard in her parents’ 
home in Los Angeles for some 
twelve years. 

The points I wish to make are 
firstly mat not only must the public 
and the professionals be educated in 
the range of depths of inhumaniry 
faring some children, not only in 
terms of baby banering, but also to 
the edge of death. Secondly, all of 
us must be encouraged to take an 
interest in what goes on around us 
especially, is seems from recent 
cases, if we live in suburbia.

The cod war 

From Mr Walter Cleg, g. Conservative 
MP for North Fylde 
Sir, Mr Geoffrey Gorer writing to 
you from Sussex expresses a sense 
of shame from what he describes as 
“the antics of rhe Royal Navy” off 
Iceland, he complains, too, that we 
are acting like a school bully (Janu¬ 
ary IS). 

That may be the view from Sussex 
hut I can assure you ic is very 
different from that taken in the 
port of Fleetwood in mv constitu¬ 
ency and on Humberside. Fleetwood 
lands two thirds of its deep-sea 
catch from the fishing grounds off 
Iceland and the jobs of some 5,000 
people are at risk. The International 
Court has made ir clear that the 
Icelandic unilateral extension of 
fishing limits is illegal and in law 
our fishermen have the right to fish 
as.rhey are doing at the moment. Ic 
is clear that Icelandic gunboats took 
aggressive action against unarmed 
trawlers while they were fishing: 
this is a highly dangerous operation 
which could kill or maim our fisher¬ 
men. Who, then, is bullying whom ? 
Surely we are right to protect our 
fishermen going about their lawful 
occasions on the high seas and that 
is tbe traditional role of rhe Rorol 
Navy who are now doing a highly 
effective dangerous job. 

This country and its fishermen 
are prepared to negotiate with Ice¬ 
land on the basis of a substantial 
reduction in the catch. Ir is Iceland 
that is refusing to negotiate except 
on its own terms. 

It appears to be the height of 
fashion to portray the actions of 
this country in the worst possible 
light but people, like Mr Gorer 
might ar least rake the trouble ro 
find out the fact that his fellow- 
countrymen could he deprived cf 
their livelihoods, or maimed or 
killed by Icelandic action before 
they lightly condemn the actions of 
■those who'seek to protect them.

Violence in rugby 

From Mr Derek Jewell * 

Sir, In the many reports on the 
England-Wales Rugby Union match, 
I have noticed no comment on one 
incident in the second half: a 
penalty awarded against Wales 
for (presumably) the unsporting 
behaviour of J. P. R. Williams in 
refusing to release the ball whilst 
off the field of play so that a line-out 
do old quickly take place. Such a 
penalty, if not unique in inter¬ 
national matches, most certainly be 
a r a r it y. 

It was typical of that sad element 
which is increasingly a feature of 
Rugby Union. Saturday's match was 
not as these things go, notably 
violent, although it was less magnifi¬ 
cent and, in the second half, more 
boring than most reports suggest. 
Yet the injury list, as reported, was 
alarming: apart from tbe new seven- 
stitch injury to the face of J. P. R. 
Williams himself, there was a broken 
arm, a dislocated left shoulder, mid 
two sets of five-stitch bead wounds 
for England forwards. There was a 
continual ' undertone of violence, 
abroad: I observed several examples 
of fiscs used in mauls on the 
referee’s blind side; of an (English) 
foot once stuck out very dangerously 
indeed; of indiscriminate use of 
boots in rucks. 

Then came mv reading of Satur¬ 
day’s other march reports: brawling, 
a broken leg, and finally a sending 
off in Richmond's game; four 
lectures to the players from the 
referee in the first ”20 minutes in 
Rosslyn Park’s; off-the-ball wrest¬ 
ling among forwards in London 
Welsh’S—all these, from London 
games afane. 

The signs of increasing illegal 
violence in rugby are too plain to be 
ignored. The game’s legislators and 
its dubs have a duty to combat it. 
Referees are, thank heaven, less 
hesitant than they used to be to 
send off offending players. They 
should be given every support, and 
players who are sent off more than 
once should wait a very Ions time 
indeed before they are allowed to 
play again—if, indeed, they should 
be so allowed. More rigorous regula¬ 
tions for equipment (dangerous 
boots are currently under scrutiny) 
are crucial * Above all, dubs must 
support tbe rugby authorities. They 
should keep out of their teams 

persistendy dirty players—and they, 

better than anyone-else, know who 
such-players are.

Blind visitors to Chelsea 
Flower Show 

From Mr A. R. Clark 
Sir, Lord Snowdon's trenchant 
lener of January 14 spotlights a 
very urgent and general problem in 
our society, and one in which we lag 
behind other countries. The pioneer 
workers in blind welfare were 
chiefly concerned with communica¬ 
tion and rightly saw as tbe first 
priority the establishment of 
systems of tactile print. More 
recently, the deep significance of 
independent mobility in the broad 
concept of adaptation has become 
fully appreciated. 

The guide dog enables the blind 
person to achieve mobility and inde¬ 
pendence to an unparalleled and at 
one time undreamt of degree. 
Precise psychological research _ has 
established that this mobility, 
coupled with the companionship and 
dependence of the dog partner 
effects a threefold increase in the 
blind person’s valuation of himself, 
and thus makes the burden of the 
handicap that much more bearable. 

In the Guide Dogs for the Blind 
Association, we wprk for a many 
months on each dog to achieve a 
degree of training -which will not 
only secure the safety of guidance 
necessary for the crowded traffic 
conditions of today, but will also 
virtually ensure an acceptable and 
hygienic standard of canine beha¬ 
viour when in harness. 

When blind persons, placing their 
trust and faith in these animals, are 
refused admission to public displays, 
restaurants and hotels, those who do 
so are relegating the blind persons 
to the isolation of second-class citi¬ 
zenship, often destroying thereby 
that repair to personality that has 
been effected by so much skill, 
patience and courage. One cannot 
believe that this is really the desire 
of tbe same caring community that 
so generously provides the funds ' 
that enable the work to proceed and 
reach out to more and more blind 
citizens each year. . >

Most sighted people find it a 
difficult and exhausting business 
setting round -the exhibits, particu¬ 
larly if they want to examine them 
closely or talk to the stand offi¬ 
cials. Gardens, mentioned by Lord 
Snowdon in his last paragraph, 
being permanent rather than four- 
day exhibitions, obviously do not 
present the same problems. 

It is difficult to know what the 
answer is. though 1 would have 
thought that the Royal Horticul¬ 
tural Society's suggestion that the 
blind should go to the fortnightly 
shows in their own halls—which, 
as your regular reviews testify, are 
excellent—is both thoughtful and 
practical. Or perhaps Lord Snowdon 
could use his influence-ro organize 
visits by the blind to Chelsea on 
the preview day, Monday, when the 
ordinary public are not admitted.

Sir, Now that the plans for the new 
British Library in St Pancras are 
being drawn up, may I urge upon 
the Trustees the idea of building a 

new dome-shaped reading room like 

the present one, It is a shape that 
creates an extraordinary feeling of 
serenity, from the momenr one 
walks in. 

This is nor just a question of the 
acoustics, though the immediate 
fading of all small sounds is very 
peaceful (loud, sharp noises, of 
course, do echo). Tbe most impor¬ 
tant tiling is the wdy in which one 
takes in the whole ambience at a 
glance. It is an enormous room, it 
is full of busy people, yet ar one's 
desk on one of rhe lines radiating 
from die centre, one has no feeling 
of a criss-cross of confusing traffic 
going on all around one. 

People pass round the* circumfer¬ 
ence, or pass* round the centre, and 
if one is aware of them at all, one’s 
eye moves easily with them. If one 
goes to the centre oneself, one 
knows that, by walking a few paces, 
one can see every reader. One is 
completely absorbed into the 
studious activity of the room, yet 
one never loses die feeling of being 
in some way a; tbe mid-point of it. 
Such an experience is, I think, 
unique in a great .working library, 
and H would be a sad change ff } 
once having been discovered, u was 
lost again.

Astronomy: 

A new radio map of a distant 
galaxy may help to answer a 
question that has worried 
astronomers ever since they first 
discovered the enormous amounts 
of energy that are produced in 
some radio galaxies. The radio 
galaxy in question is called 
NGC 1275 and Is one of the 
brightest discovered in the 20 
years or so since the first radio 
sources were detected. 

It soon became clear that the 
known ways of producing radio 
waves, for example when elec¬ 
trons are whirled around In mag¬ 
netic fields, could account only 
for a fraction of the radio energy 
given out by the very bright 
radio objects. Theoreticians have 
therefore had to invoke more 
esoteric sources of energy, such 
as neutron stars and even black 
boles. 

As such bodies form by con¬ 
traction of more normal stars 
into very massive but small 
objects, huge amounts of gravita¬ 
tional energy are emitted. But 
jost how the gravitational energy 
is turned into radio energy is * 
unclear, to say the least, and 
without more information astro¬ 
nomers have only been able to 
speculate on possible explanations. 

Radioastronomers have dis¬ 
covered over the years that in the 
case of many radio galaxies, 
including NGC 1275, much of the 
radio emission comes from the 
centre of the galaxy, the galactic 
nndeus- So one of the urgent 
goals of radiaastronomy has been 
to look at galactic nuclei in 
more detail 

The main feature of the new 
map of NGC 1275 is that (at a 
frequency of 10 gigahertz) there 
are three distinct areas of high 
radio brightness in the galactic 
nucleus. The three bright spots 
appear to line up. not only among 
themselves but also with other 
radio features elsewhere in the

United Kingdom. 

Mr Eugene Cotran, for the 
applicant, said that be came 
to England in 1970 illegally. He 
then disappeared and was not 
beard of until he got a telegram 
that bis wife was ill in Pakistan. 
He went out to see her in July, 
1975, and when he came back this 
month he was refused admission 
because the immigration Officer 
was not satisfied that he was a 
person settled in the United King¬ 
dom within the past two years. 
It was not disputed that be was 
not “ settled ” within the meaning 
of the 1971 Act; but be bad lived 
and worked here since 1970 and 
he wanted to apply to the Home 
Office for consideration under 
the amnesty provisions. 

Lord Justice Bridge: But if he 
chooses to go away not having 
regularized his situation, is there 
anything in the terms of the am. 
nesty winch entitles him to come 
back? 

Lord Justice Lawton : He has to 


take his place in the queue to 
Pakistan because he has gone back 
on his own. Having come back 
after January, 1973, be has no legal 
title under the amnesty; and the 
question is whether the amnesty 
applies to someone who has left 
this country voluntarily. 

. The MASTER OF THE ROLLS 
said that when Mr Hanif re¬ 
turned to London on January 3, 
the immigration officer refused 
him leave to enter, giving him a 
notice of refusal in the following 
terms : “ Yon have asked for leave 
to enter the United Kingdom as a 
person wbo was settled in the 
United Kingdom within the past 
two years, but I am not satisfied 
that this is so.” The officer gave 
directions for his removal back to 
Karachi. 

Mr Cotran had applied to the 
Divisional Court last week and 
now to their Lordships’ court sug¬ 
gesting that Mr Hanif came within 
the terms ot the amnesty of April, 
1974. The Home Secretary had said 
tint he was not going to exercise 


the power of removal fn respect 
of those illegal immigrants who 
were adversely affected by the 
retrospective operation of the 
Immigration Act. 1971; and a pro¬ 
cedure had been laid down 
whereby those who came in clan¬ 
destinely before January. 1973, 
could apply to have their position 
regularized. 

That no doubt was what Mr 
Hanif should have done. But he 
never did so, and his position was 
never regularized at alL Then be 
went away. It did seem therefore 
that he did not come within .the 
amnesty provisions at aD. He was 
really coming in afresh, seeking to 
enter; and he bad no entry cer¬ 
tificate for the purpose. 

The Divisional Court had been 
right to refuse the application for 
leave to apply for the orders and 
their Lordships' court must also 
refuse it. 

Lord justice Lawton and Lord 
Justice Bridge agreed.

Regina v Manners and Another 
Before Lord Justice Lawton, Mr 
Justice Talbot and Mr Justice 
Pain 

The Court of Appeal decided 
that the North Thames Gas Board, 
which was abolished and replaced 
unde r the Gas Act, 1972, bad 
been a public body within the 
mea ning of Public Bodies Corrupt 
Practices Act, 1889. and the 
Prevention of Corruption Act. 
1916. In reaching dial conclusion, 
the court adopted the definition 

of “ public authority M itt 
Hulsbury's Lairs of England. 

Their Lordships dismissed 
appeals by Ernest Manners, who 
had been employed by the North 
Thames Gas Board, and an 
employee uf public works con¬ 
tractors from their conviction at 
the Central Criminal Court tJudge 
Rigg) of corruptly accepting and 
giving, respectively, a gift or 
consideration, contrary to section 
If J J of the Prevention of 
Corruption Act, 1906. 

Section 7 of the 1889 Act 
provides: ” (1) . . . * public body ’ 
means any council of a county or 
... of a dry or town, any 
council of a municipal borough, 
also any board ... or other body 
which has power to act under and 
for the purposes of. any Act relat¬ 
ing to local government, or the 
public health ... or otherwise to 
administer money raised bv rates 
In pursuance of any public general 

ACL . . .” 

The 1916 Act provides by section 
4 • «*_(2) In tins Act and is the 


Public Bodies Cor ru pt Practices 
Act, 1889 . . . « public body 1 
Includes ... local and public 
authorities of all descriptions.” 

Mr F. E. Beezley and Mr A. W. 
Stephenson for the appellant 
Manners ; Mr David Tudor Price 
and Mr Colin Hart-Levertna for 
the Crown. 

LORD JUSTICE LAWTON said 
that the appellaat had been con¬ 
victed of corruptly accepting a gift 
or consideration and a man tried 
jointly with him bad been con¬ 
victed of corruptiy giving it. At 
the time of the offence the 
appellant was working for the gas 
board as a pipeline projects en¬ 
gineer. The regional manager of 
public works contractors doing 
contract work for the board 
arranged for the balance of a car 
purchased by the appellant, the 
sum of £541, to be paid by the 
contractors. The prosecution 
alleged that that had been- cor¬ 
ruptly arranged- 

Both appellants said that the 
trial judge had been wrong to 
direct die jury as to the burden 
of proof on the basis that the 
board was a public body within the 
meaning of the Prevention of 
Corruption Acts, 1889 to 1916. 

The Judge had directed the jury 
in accordance with section 2 of 
the 1916 Act which provided that 
“ where an any proceedings against 
a person under the Prevention of 
Corruption Act. 1906, or the [Act 
of 1889], it is proved that any . - . 
gift, or Other consideration has 
been paid or given to or received, 
by a person in tile employment of 
His Majesty or ... a public body 


by or from a person . . . holding 
... a contract from His Majesty 
or . . . public body, the . . . gift, 
or consideration shall be deemed 
to have been paid or given and 
received corruptiy as such induce¬ 
ment or reward as is mentioned in 
such Act unless the contrary is 
proved 

Mr Beezley submitted that the 
board had not been a public body. 
He contended. that in modern 
statutes when Parliament intended 
a statutory corporation to be a 
public body it said so; and it 
had not said so In the case of the 
board. 

Counsel relied strongly on the 
judgment of Mr Justice Winn in 
R o Newbmtd ([1962] 2 QB 102) 
that the National Coal Board was 
not a public body for the purposes 
of the Prevention of Corruption 
Acts because of the absence of-any 
reference to ** public authority “ 
In the Coal Industry Nationaliza¬ 
tion Act, 1946, and the^pplicatiou 
of the efttsdem generis rule. Mr 
Justice Winn said that section 
4(2) of the 1916 Act should be 
taken to comprise 11 uo more 
than local authorities and public 
authorities of the general kind, 
character, genus referred to in the 
earlier phrase contained in section 
7 ” of the 1889 Act 

In the court’s judgment Mr 
Justice Winn was wrong. Drafting 
practices in statutes changed from 
time to time and were not a 
reliable guide to the construction 
of statures passed before the new 
fashions were established. Much 
more important, however, was. that 


tiie eiusdem generis rule did not 

apply. 

“ Public authority ” was defined 
in Halsbury’s Laws of England, 3rd 
ed,. vol 30, paragraph 1317, as 
“ . - . a body, not necessarily a 
county council, municipal corpora¬ 
tion or other local authority, which 

has public or statutory duties to 
perform, and which performs 
those duties and carries out its 
transactions for the benefitvof.tiie 
pubUc and not for private profit 

Wh ep that definition was 

apptied to the board it was clear 
that it was a public body. Gas 
boarrls were constituted pursuant 
lo section 1-Of the Gas Act, 1948, 
to develop and maintain , . , 
[a] system of gas supply to their 
area and to satisfy ... all reason¬ 
able demands for gas within their 
area Section 14(1) was most 
significant because Parliament con- 
staered it necessary to exclude 
the operation of the Public 
Authorities Protection Act, 1893. 
That would not have been neces¬ 
sary it Parliament had not inten¬ 
ded to make area boards public 
authorities in- afl other respects. 
Finally, by Section 41 m each area 
hototi had a doty so *• to exercise 
ajid perform their functions under 
this Act as to Secure that the 
revenues of the Board are not 
less than sufficient to meet their 
outgoings properly chargeable to 
revenue .account, taking -one vear 
with another ”, That was'not 
trading for gain or p rofi t. 

in their Lordships’ judgment the 
judges ruling was correct and 
the appeal would be dismissed

Professor Sir Ronald 
Edwards. KJBE, chairman of 
British Leyiaud and president 
of the Beecham Group, died in 
a London hospital on Sunday 
night. 

With his death the, nation has 
lost a man who was in the first 
rank both of business life and 
academic affairs. Quiet, un¬ 
assuming, and at rimes self- 
deprecating, Sir Ronald ac¬ 
cepted the leadership of Ley- 
land in October last year, at the 
age of 65. Had he been able 
to see the task through, and 
bring about the regeneration 
of Britain’s car industry, he 
would have crowned an indus¬ 
trial career that glittered with 
success. 

Sir Ronald was born on May 
3, 1910, and educated at South- 
gate County School, in London. 
He began work at the age of 
15 as an audit clerk in the gas 
industry, earning £1 a week. 
The foundations of his subse¬ 
quent achievements were built 
a few years later, when he be¬ 
gan studying bookkeeping at 
evening classes,- joined a firm 
of chartered accountants, and 
embarked on a correspondence 
course. 

The course led ultimately to 
a first class honours degree in 
commerce at the University ot 
London. It also won for him 
the offer in 1935 of a post as 
Assistant Lecturer in Account¬ 
ing and Business Administra¬ 
tion at the London School of 
Economics, and later he h.ecame 
Lecturer m the same subject. 

In 194Q he joined the Minis¬ 
try of Aircraft Production, later 
becoming finance member and 
general secretary of the Bir¬ 
mingham War Factories Joint 
Committee, organfzing the dis¬ 
persal of war production estab¬ 
lishments. He returned to Lon¬ 
don in 1942 as deputy director 
of labour at the MAP and from 
1944 took charge of the Minis¬ 
try’s post war planning division. 

With the war over, Edwards 
returned to the LSE as Sir 
Ernest Cassel Reader in Com¬ 
merce, and in 1949 he was 
appointed a professor in the 
University of London. The 
famous Tuesday evening semi¬ 
nars on die problems of busi¬ 
ness management began at the 
LSE in 1946, and under 
Edwards’s stewardship some 500 
leading industrialists and ad¬ 
ministrators _ presented papers 
on the practical aspects of their 
work. Generally, these were 
attended by invited audiences of 
up to 100 people. 

After one of the seminars 
Mr Henry Lazell, then chair¬ 
man of the Beecham G^oup, 
adjourned for drinks with 
Edwards at the latter’s London 
flat. Sir Ronald said later that 
the meeting led to nothing 
more significant _ at that _ time 
than the conversion by him to 
Lucozade, the Beecham drink 
which he subsequently drank 
u by the gall cm **. 

He became chairman of the 
Electricity Council in 1962, 
after four years as deputy 
chairman, and stayed at the top 
of the state undertaking for six 
highly profitable years. While 
at the LSE 'he embarked with 
a colleague on the writing of 
a work called Business Enter¬ 
prise, which contained two 
chapters of advice on running 
a nationalized industry. It is 
said that the. job of steering 
electricity was offered to him 
after Lord Mills, Minister of 
Power in the Macmillan Gov¬ 
ernment, had read these 
chapters. 

At electricity Edwards was in 
charge of 200,000 workers. One 
of his greatest achievements 
there was to hammer out staff

duced on the industry in this 
country”. As chairman of the 
Electricity Council he served 
with distinction on the Nat¬ 
ional Economic Development 
Council. He presided over the 
Market Research Society and 
tvas an honorary president oi 
the British Clock and Watch; 
Manufacturers' Association. He 
held doctorates in economics, 
science, law and letters at fivj 
universities. Tn his you lifts 
days he tvas an enthusiastic 
ballroom dancer and skated 
and in his later life he took up 
sailing. He served on the sos- 
erning bodies of the Londoaf 
Graduate School of Busina/ 
Studies and the Administrate 
Staff College At Henley. \ 

Despite all this, he never io^ 
his unassuming approach ut}~ 
life.

Sir Robert

board-as wall as Lord Ryder’s. 
National Enterprise Board. 

Sir. Ronald, who was also, 
president of the. Beecbam 
Group (he retired in May as 
chairman), agreed to take on 
the Leyfeod post after some 
friendly persuasion ”, having 
originally turned it down. The 
Prime Minister was personally 
consulted before the appoint¬ 
ment was made; but it .'is 
known that some other senior 
businessmen were also 
Lporioached. , . . 

Yesterday, the National' 
Enterprise Board,-which is due 
to take over the Government’s 
95 per cent holding in British 
Leyland^ said: “We were all . 
aware of the invaluable con¬ 
tribution he was making since 
becoming chairman last 
October, and he will be greatly 
missed.” 

Mr Alex Park, Leyland’s 
chief executive, spake of his 
ip personal regret at Sir 
oalcfs death. “Although he 
Was appointed chairman only a 
few months ago in October, he 
quickly became a very good 
friend as well as an active and 
..valued business associate. .He 
gave me generous help and sup¬ 
port during his chairmanship 
of.the company", he stated.

It is understood that Sir 
Robert Clark, th j merchant

But he is hot thought to be a 
candidate. He serves as one of

In selecting a successor, the 
Government has to find an ex¬

Two more hard years predicted 

engineering

Britain's building., and civil 
engineering industries .face .ac 
least another two years of de¬ 
pressed activity and could 
emerge az the end of the de¬ 
cade, in a. considerably weak¬ 
ened state. 

This is the picture presented 
by the latest report of the joint 
Forecasting committee of the 
industries’ Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee. Only the ex¬ 
pected relative buoyancy of 
house building has prevented a 
prediction of an even sharper 
downturn. , . 

The value of new construc¬ 
tion work last year is estima¬ 
ted at £3,630m (at 1970'prices), 
a drop of 6 per cent on the al¬ 
ready depressed 1974 total The 
committee foresees a further 
drop of 2 per cent this year to. 
a value of £3,560m, with lire 


decline petering out by the end 
of 1977. . .. 

The committee says that, 
since the general, trend indi¬ 
cates continued recession into 
1978, employment implications 
are “gran-* 1 , with building hit 
harder than civil engineering. 

It points to the .severe de¬ 
cline faring the industries 
"which will, in all probability, 
considerably weaken the con¬ 
struction industries between 
now and 1980 unless greater 
priority is allocated to capital 
expenditure on such items as 
industrial investment and in¬ 
frastructure”. 

On the housing front, the 
committee expects total com- 

f letions to rise from last year’s 
10,000 to 315,000 this year and 
320,000 in 1977. 

Council house completions, 
still running at a higher annual 


rate than at any time since 
1970, should decline slightly by 
next year, and the .overall in¬ 
crease is expected from a rise 
in private house completions

PLA rationalization will close 
Millwall and West India docks

. A further big rationalization 
m its docks facilities was 
announced yesterday by the 
Port of London ' Authority, 
which is losing money heavily 
after a 20 per cent reduction in 
traffic over the past year. 

Two of its best known up¬ 
river docks, the West India and 
Millwall, are to be closed this 
year, apart from certain tenant 
operations, the PLA said. 

Talks with -unions and cus¬ 
tomers are taking place which 
are hoped to lead to transfer 
of the traffic in the two docks 
to the Royal. Group slightly 
down-river, without compulsory 
redundancy. 

Built in' the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury, the West India and MH1- 
wali group has nearly seven 
miles of quay unsuitable for 
most of the bigger ships of 
today and employs 3,500 men, 
of whom 2,000 are registered 


dockers. About 500 are em¬ 
ployed at the modernized and 
highly efficient Fred Olsen 
terminal, the largest tenant 
operation which will be staying. 

If all the remainder choose 
redundancy under the voluntary 
severance arrangements the 
cost could approach £15m. 

A big questionmark -hangs 
over the future of the 400 acres 
of land (including 127 acres of 
water! that will be released in 
the borough of Tower Hamlets 
as a result of the move. 

Before the Government's 
Community Land Bill the PLA 
could bave expected a windfall 
of several million pounds from 
disposal of the land to help 
finance new container berths 
and other developments down 
river, but this now seems un¬ 
likely. 

Apart from shrinkage of 
traffic, the move was probably 
an inevitable result at some 
stage of new shipping and port 


technology which has already 
led to the closure of three docks 
systems up river from the West 
India and Millwall. 

One single container berth 
of tbe kind now operating down 
river at Tilbury can handle ten 
times the amount of cargo in a 
year as ten conventional berths, 
while a roll-on. vessel can shift 
in eight hours the cargo that 
would take five days to get on 
and off a conventional ship. 

The new techniques, there¬ 
fore, require less land as well 
as fewer men, and the PLA are 
confident there is enough room 
in the Royal Group of docks 
to handle not only the West 
India and Millwall' traffic but 
any new up-river traffic attrac¬ 
ted by present marketing 

The PLA’s £500,000 profit for 
1974 is believed to bave fallen 
to a £5m loss last year with 
further deterioration ahead un¬ 
less appropriate steps are 
taken.

A takeover bid for Weston 
Pharmaceuticals may be on the

In a statement he announced 
that London & County, which 
owns about 44 per cent of 
Weston’s shares, is having dis¬ 
cussions “ which may lead to 
an offer for all the shares of 
the company”.

It is not clear .how London

cent holding, for Weston’s

Maritime Fruit Carriers, the 
Israeli-American shipping group, 
is engaged in urgent talks with 
its bankers with a. view to re¬ 
negotiating a substantial part of 
its borrowings. 

The outcome of the talks will 
have an important bearing on 
the future of Swan Maritime, a 
joint company controlled by 
MFC but in which Swan Hunter, 
the North-East coast shipbuild¬ 
ing group holds a 25 per cent 
interest. This company was 
established in 1973 and has 
been involved in the financing, 
leasing, trading and construc¬ 
tion of ships. 

In a big spending spree 
nearly three years ago, this 
joint company ordered, or took 
options on, 26 ships to be built 
by Swan Hunter. About half of 
this package has been com¬ 
pleted and all but one of these 
ships have been sold. Negotia¬ 
tions between Swan Hunter and 
MFC over the future of the 
remaining options have been 
taking place for several months. 

In the light of the appalling 
conditions prevailing in the 
shipping markets, and the 
strained financial circumstances 
of MFC, it is now confidently 
expected that Swan will shortly 
announce that most, but not all, 
the options will lapse. Under 
the terms of the agreements, 
MFC will be required to make 
some cancellation payments to 
Swan Hunter. 

The Swan Maritime options 
form a substantial part of Swan 
Hunter’s Forward order book 
and the shipbuilder bas already 
alerted the Government to the 
impact of any loss of these 
orders on employment prospects 
for its 24,000 workers. 

The MFC talks come shortly 
after it was confirmed that a 
group of international banks 
'had agreed to reschedule part 
of the debt of the Colqcotronis 
shipping empire. As with Colo¬ 
co trorris, the talks involve a 
substantial number of banks 
since several loans to MFC had 
been widely syndicated. 

It is not known at this stage 
what sums are involved— 
although clearly they will be 
substantial—but some bankers 
believe that MFC’s assets should 
be-sufficient to cover outstand¬ 
ing loans. It is therefore Felt 
that some solution to the 
group’s cash problems can be 
found. 

One possibility would be for 
the banks to accept some defer¬ 
ment of payments. It is expected 
that the difficulties will be re¬ 
solved within the next two 
weeks. 

Talks have been taking place 
both in London and New York 
and both Captain Mila Brener 
and Mr Jaacov Meridor, senior 
MFC executives, have been in 
Loudon in the past few days. 


The principal bank involved 
in the renegotiation of the 
loans is understood to be First 
Boston, but there are believed 
to be many more in view of 
MFC’s extremely complex 
financing structure’. It has affi¬ 
liations with a number of inter¬ 
national banks, including 
Western American Bank 
(Europe), Bankers Trust Inter¬ 
national and Midland Bank. 

MFC has enjoyed spectacular 
growth in the past 10 years, 
with its initial success rooted 
in the operation of reefer ships, 
specialized fruir-cam-ing ves¬ 
sels, many of which ■ are 
operated under charter by the 
Swedish Salen shipping group. 

From the reefer operation, 
MFC moved into other areas 
of shipping and the formation 
of the joint company with 
Swan Hunter was seen as a 
bold, indeed novel, step in ship 
marketing. MFC, like other 
shipowners, plunged into the 
tanker boom and ordered a 
number of tankers from both 
Swan Hunter and Harland and 
Wolff. It has since cancelled 
orders placed with Harland and 
one very large crude carrier 
completed bv Swan Hunter, the 
Tyne Pride, is still laid up with¬ 
out a charter on the Tyne. 

In the first nine months of 
last year, however. MFC’s earn¬ 
ings collapsed from S26.7m 
(about £13.3m) to SI.58m. This 
followed the introduction of 
accounting changes which re¬ 
sulted in a net gain of $I62m. 
Revenues were nearly halved, 
falling from SI27m to S67.6ra. 

The a company-' said that its 
operations had incurred losses 
as a result primarily of the 
impact on tanker operations of 
the continued depressed srare 
of that market and the sale of 
one tanker at a book loss of 
about S5.5m. 

Swan Hunter is the largest 
shipbuilding group in the 
United Kingdom and is among 
those scheduled for nationaliza¬ 
tion by the Government. It 
should be able to weather the 
financial implications of any 
failure by Swan Maritime to 
take up most of the options. 

It is crucial, however, that 
Swan Hunter has alternative 
orders to occupy its large 
labour force. It was for this 
reason that the company alerted 
the Government last autumn to 
the likely difficulties. 

Mr Tom Mclver, ■ Swan Hun¬ 
ters managing director, would 
not comment last night on the 
developments, but the ship¬ 
building group is facing grow¬ 
ing pressure from local MPs 
to clarify its position. The com¬ 
pany is hopeful of an order 
from the Ministry of Defence 
for two Type 42 missile 
destroyers in the next few 
weeks, and is _ also understood 
to be actively involved in nego¬ 
tiations for merchant ship 
orders from Russia and Iran.

Other big postal users, in¬

Opec avoids 
Vienna venue 

The Organisation of Petro¬

A high level of personal sav¬ 
ing and the decline in general 
living standards were still de¬ 
pressing retail trade in tiie final 
months of 1973- But the volume 
of retJii sales now seems to 
have stabilized at the present 
low level. 

According to figures pub¬ 
lished by the Department of In¬ 
dustry yesterday there was actu¬ 
ally a "i per ceot increase in 
the official index of retail sales 
during December, taking it to 
106.5 11971 = 100 and season¬ 
ally adjusted). 

However this figure is only 
a provisional estimate, and sub¬ 
ject to revision. Indeed, a 
rather larger provisional in¬ 
crease reported for November 
was almost fully cancelled by 
iubseqtienr doivmvard revisions. 

Furthermore, in spite of the 
slight rise indicated for Decem¬ 
ber, sales during the fourth 
quarter were still about 1 per 
cent lower than during the aver¬ 
age of the first tune months of 
last year. Compared with the 
same" quarter of 1974 they were 
about 5 per cent down. 

Taking 1975 as a whole, the 


volume of consumer spending 
on retail goods was some 1 per 
cent down on 1974, which was 
in turn nearly 1 per cent lower 
than In 1973. 

Although it is doe yet known 
how high personal savings re¬ 
mained in the fourth garter, 
it seems almost certain that 
they stayed close to their re¬ 
cent historically high levels and 
that this contributed to the de¬ 
pressed level of retail sales. 

In the third quarter oE last 
year the ratio of savings to per¬ 
sonal disposable income was 
13.7 per cent—only slightly be¬ 
low the record 34,1 per cent 
reached in the earlv months of 
1975. 

In addition to this preference 
among private individuals for a 
higher cushion of savings, their 
real spending power was also 
cut in the middle months of last 
year. 

After a fail of about 2J per 
cent in real personal disposable 
income (that is after allowance 
for tax payments and higher ■ 
prices) during the second quar¬ 
ter of the year, there was a 
further j- per cent drop in the 
third quarter.

UK crane makers in inquiry 
over Japanese pricing 


, By Derek Harris 

"British makers of truck 
mounted cranes, affected by 
the downturn in construction, 
1 have joined a European investi¬ 
gation into the pricing of 
Japanese machines. 

The investigation is being 
carried out through the Com¬ 
mittee for European Construc¬ 
tion Equipment representing 
all countries in the Community. 
The United Kingdom, West 
German, Italian and to some 
extent, the French markets are 
those most affected. 

The United Kingdom investi¬ 
gations are being caried out by 
the Federation of Manufac¬ 
turers of Construction Equip¬ 
ment and Cranes. It is already 
clear that Japanese machines 
in the 75 tons to 300 tons cate¬ 
gory—the sector in which they 


are strongest—are being 
offered for sale at Jess than 
the manufacturing costs of 
comparable United Kingdom 
produced machines. 

M David Steel, deputy' man¬ 
aging ^director of Coles Cranes, 
an Acrow subsidiary which is 
among the - world top Four 
crane makers, said: “The 
Japanese, who have a very pro¬ 
tected home market, have a 
substantial export production. 
But they are not over here in 
such quantity that we are 
especially worried in the way 
that say the fork life truck 
makers or the car makers have 
been. 

Japanese cranemakers like 
the Kara organization have 
been mounting strong export 
drives in promising markets 
like the Middle East,

BP to lease new 
rig to test 
gas discovery 

A new semi-submersible rig 
is to be added to British Petro¬ 
leum's exploration fleet later 
this year. The rig Celtic I is . 
to be leased to the company for ! 
three years by Celtic Drilling 
in which the Reardon Smith 
Line bas a 53 per cent holding. 

Celtic I is a Norwegian- 
designed Aker H-3 vessel and 
is notv under construction in 
Finland. It will be among the 
biggest rigs working inr die 
North Sea. Because of its size 
and the special equipment that 
is being fitted, it is possible 
that BP will use the vessel to 
return to the high pressure gas 
find it made on block 3/29 in 
partnership with the National 
Iranian Oil Company. 


Fiat says converting Innocenti plant will cost £81.5m 


Rome, Jan 19.—Fiat officials 
today outlined various options 
regarding the future of the 
liquidated British Leyland sub¬ 
sidiary, Leylaod Innocenti. They 
reiterated that an eventual Fiat 
takeover of Innocenti's Lam¬ 
brate factory, near Milan, to 
make vans would be “ no bar¬ 
gain ” for Fiat. 

Cost estimates, at 1975 prices,

Tufarrdli, Fiat car division 
chief, Siguor Ruggero Ferrero, 
technical director, and Signor 
Franco Faicn, finance director, 
to a press conference in Rome 
were put at 114,000m lire

to convert the Lambrate plant. 

Other points stated by Fiat 
included: 

1. Fiat would be glad if gov¬ 
ernment and unions rejected its

Fiat plan only hopes for other 
Milan area motor manufac¬ 
turers, such as Alfa Romeo, 
taking on excess former Inno¬ 
cent! workers during reconver¬ 
sion at Lambrate. 

3. Cost to the Italian state In 
interest payments, short-time 


working compensation funds 
and other write-offs would not 
be less than 100,000m lire. 

4, The last option for the 
Lambrate factory, that of Bonda 
of Japan raking it over to 
assemble 1,000 cc Cars for the 
EEC market, is opposed by Fiat 
because it would be a serious 
provocation to Italy's EEC part¬ 
ners. Such assembly lines, it 
says, would be better sited in 
developing countries.—Reuter. 


Interest rate 
falls on 
relief grant 
and state aid 

The maximum rate of Interest 
.Relief Grant and the interest 
rates for state aid loans under 
Section 7 of the Industry Act, 
j 1972, were reduced yesterday. 

The rate of Interest Relief 
Grant available in those cases 
where it would be appropriate 
to allow an interest free period 
has been cut from 13J pier cent 1 
to 23 per cent for each interest 
free year. 

The “ concessionary. ”,-rate of 
interest -on Joans far employ- 
meat-creating projects (Cate¬ 
gory A) has dropped from 10i 
per cent to 30 per cent while 
the “ broadly commercial" rate 
of inrerest on loans for 
modernization projects not pro¬ 
viding additional employment 
(Category E) has been cut from 
131 per cent to 13 per cent.

Banks and industry : 

German example 


From Mr S. Schottmcom 
Sir, In the second instalment 
of his thought-provokinR 
account of his discussion with 
Messrs Harris, Seldon and 
Wood of tiie Institure of Econ¬ 
omic Affairs (January . IS), 
Ronald Butt says he had asked 
them about other countries 
which had done very much bet¬ 
ter than Britain without having 
anything approaching a pure 
market economy. 

In reply he was told that his 
examples (France, Germany, 
Scandinavia, Austria, Japan) 
“aren’t really comparable with 
Britain”. They are all out of 
step it seems. 

Space considerations permit 
me to comment Only on what 
was said about Germany. Mr 
Wood insisted chat Germany 
had a different historical 
tradition (a point made with 
regard to other countries too) 
and “the commercial banks 
have always taken a more direct 
interest (in industry)—much 
more in the form of equity 
participation than by offering 
overdrafts”. This, not to mince 
words, is amply not true—- 
though widely believed in this 
country. 


If one takes Germany’s lead¬ 
ing 300 -industrial companies, 
which account for between 50 
and 60 per cent of German 
industry's rotal turnover, one 
finds that in the case of 57 of 
them, contributing 40 per cent 
of the group's turnover, the 
banks have no equity stake at 
ail. And of the top 25 only one 
(Daimler-Benz) has a bank 
participation. Of the remain ins 
43 the banks have stakes in 21 
companies, the majority 'W m 
the 50-100 bracket. 

. Yet the banks do hare repre¬ 
sentatives cm the supervisory 
boards of almost.all the■ Hw 
companies. I submit that tins is 
not wholly unconnected with the 
fact that as Peter Norman 
pointed out (January 15). Ger¬ 
man industry's short and long¬ 
term bank borrowings are four 
tunas total liabilities to snare 
and bondholders ! 

I am not suggesting that this 
renresents an ideal state of 
affairs, reflecting as it does 
industry's shortage of equity 
capital. Bor if at long last we 
start: to discuss the_ whole 
complex of bank /industry 
relations, let’s at least set our 
basic. facts right.

Time for a hard look at VAT? 


From Mr Henry J. NichoUs 
Sir, Is it not time for a rigorous 
scrutiny of the impact that VAT 
has bad on small traders? 

This iniquitous tax has im¬ 
posed on small businesses a 
burden of accounting with which 
they are largely unable to con¬ 
tend. 

This is borne out by tbe latest 
News Letter from Customs and 
Excise in which we are informed 
that they have, successfully 
taken proceedings against 
one thousand traders in the 
nine months ended September 
of last year, with indiviual 
fines of tip to £3,000 and total 
penalties of £119,000] They offer 
little Information as to the 
nature of the offences that led 
to these successful prosecutions 
except to say that the traders 
concerned “ had persistently 
failed to make VAT returns **. 

The question that must now 
be asked is why these traders 
felt unable to comply with VAT 
regulations. It is difficult CO 
believe that they were all of 
criminal intent and seeking 


deliberately to avoid tbe pay- 
mem: of a tax which they must 
clearly have understood to be 
due. The explanation would 
appear to be found in the diffi¬ 
culties that the VAT regulations 
present to any person with a 
qualification less than that of a 
certified accountant. 

In a family business in which 
we now have to cope with three 
rates of VAT (zero, 8 per cent 
and 25 per cent are all cur¬ 
rently positive rates of tax), and 
where we are engaged in a cer¬ 
tain amount; of importing and 
exporting, the total time 
required to keep -our accounts 
has been increased almost 100 
per cent with a consequent in¬ 
crease in our overheads that is 
entirely incommensurate with 
the amount of VAT we collect. 
Our accounting cost in dealing 
with VAT can be shown to be 
not less than 40 per cent of the 
amount collected. 

It is not to be wondered at 
that many small businesses 
without accounts offices find it 
impassible to cope with the 
complexities of a tax system 
which has so far necessitated

Food retailers 

Bleak figures 
this week 

Once favoured for their reces¬ 
sion-beating qualities—“people 
have to eat”—food retailers 
have recently fallen from grace; 
with -dare prices coming down 
to levels which'leave the sector 
as « whole not too far out of 
line with the market. The fact 
that last year’s enthusiasm 
should have evaporated is no 
surprise’: the wonder is that the 
sector should still command any 
pr emium at alL For there is no. 
doubt die food 'retailers 
are haring a very rough time. 

Figures to be published later 
tins week wffl prove it. They 
show that, the food and drink 
retailers were operating at only 
2&S per cent of thornet refer¬ 
ence level in the third quarter 
of last year (as against 40 per 
emit in the second quarter and 
57.4 per cent in die comparable 
period of last year). The re¬ 
tailers have been hard hit by 
higher rents, rates and by the 
potential implicit in ■ £6 per 
week maximum wage increase; 
end they have been in no posi¬ 
tion to take advantage of the 
Price Code provisions against 
excessive erosion of profitability 
because competition has been 
threatening volume to such an 
extent that they cannot put 
prices up.

Now that the furore is dying 
down, over the election of 
deputy senior shop stewards' at

British Leyland’s confidence 
that the company has “ turned 
the corner” springs not so 
much from the success of mod¬ 
erates in the elections as from 
the introduction of the revolu¬ 
tionary system 'of worker in¬ 
volvement in the r unnin g of the 
state-owned cars, buses and 
Special products conglomerate. 

Inaugural meetings of the new 
joint management councils in 
tire cars and bus/truck groups 
will be taking place in the next 
few weeks mid Mr Fat Lowry, 
British Leyland’s director of 
personnel, argues that they will 
usher in an era of cooperation 
rather' than confrontation. 

In an interview with The

“There are changes of atti¬ 
tudes we need to bring about, 
both among managers and ezo- 
ployees, if these agreements are 
to be effective. But I can say 
without equivocation that the 
senior management of British 
Leyland is totally dedicated to 
making a success of them.” 

Mr Lowry added: “ It is our 
expectation that through better 
information flow, and through 
involving people in the discus¬ 
sion of plans before they. be¬ 
come ‘ser in concrete’, as it 
were, we shat! 'be able to maxi¬ 
mize agreed areas of action, if 
we can get a commitment of that 
kind,- we can be much more opti¬ 
mistic about continuity of pro¬ 
duction and Edxwt the reduction 
of hours lost through industrial 
disputes.” 

He concedes that disputes will 
not simply go away, but argues : 
“We do hope that os a result 
of greater understanding: their 
incidence will be substantially 
reduced as we get further into 
the change of attitude.”

what went wrong where, and 
why. The keynote of British 
Leyland’s industrial relation^ 
style is being made “principled 
consistency ”, so that within the 
new framework of labour rela¬ 
tions there is no “ buying off” 
of strikes which would store up 
bigger trouble for later on. 

The a net result of all this 
work is inrended to be an 
empty “strike sheet" one day. 
But it is a very long way off.

West Germany’s energy policy blows a fuse 


A pension fund with no direct 
property holdings is as rare as 
a secondary bank without a bad 
debt to its name.

It is Bole more chan two 
years since the oil crisis of 
November, 1973, yet West Ger¬ 
many is suffering from an 
embarrassing surplus of 
energy. . . 

About 18- mj-ffion tonnes of 
unsaid coal are stockpiled at 
the pitheads in the Ruhr and 
the Saar, while along the 
Rhine and the north German 
coast ihe oil refineries of the 
German National: Oil Concern, 
Veba AG, and the big multina¬ 
tional producers ere operating 
at only 60 per cent of capacity. 

Short-time working: was in¬ 
troduced in German coni mines 
for tiie first time since 1972 
jnst before the new year and is 
due to' continue until the 
beginning of May. Meanwhile, 
the first of die country’s main 
oil refiners. Deutsche BP AG, 
has published provisional 
results for fast year showing a 
record overall loss of 277m 
Deutsche' marks (about 
£ 52.2 6m ) end an even larger 
deficit on traditional oil busi¬ 
ness of 351m marks. 

Until the Bonn government 
stepped in with short-term aid 
for the coal industry towards 
the end of last year, executives 
in the Rohr were busy dusting 
off old plans for pit closures. 
Now k is the turn of the man¬ 
agers of the West German oil 
industry to start considering 
shutting down refineries. 

In the circumstances it : ; s 
hard to believe that Germany 
has ever had a lon^-term 
energy policy. Yet until the 
sudden switch from shortage 
to surplus over the last 12 
months the energy programme 
of the coali ti on government rn 
Bonn was being prized as one 
of its main contributions to the 
economy of the country- 

West Germany’s first ever 
energy programme was drawn 
up at the end of September, 
1973, to provide a long-term 
strategy- to secure energy sup¬ 
plies. At the time that the 50- 
page document was published, 
the Arab-Israeli War of that 
year and the oil embargo could 
not be foreseen, so it was fol¬ 
lowed up 13 mouths later by a 


larger 70-page version which 
set out Germany’s energy 
requirements to 1985 an the 
light of the oil crisis. * 

This first revision of the 
energy programme m turn suf¬ 
fered through assuming that 
the West German economy 
would achieve a modest real 
growth last year. Instead, West 
Germany underwent its worst 
ever recession, with gross 
national product falling by 3.S 
per cent in real terms. This, 
too, could hardly have been 
foreseen by the authors of the 
programme, but instead of now 
offering a further revision, the 
Government has decided to sit 
tight and wait fast for the 
country to return to healthy 
economic growth. 

Only the coal industry— 
which is an important consti¬ 
tuent in an election year—has 
received government help to 
help overcome the surplus prob¬ 
lem. The oil industry which 
employs comparatively few 
people, has so far been left to 
fend for itself. But both sides, 
as well as the less affected 
electricity and natural gas in¬ 
dustries, are complaining that 
the present energy situation is 
one of total confusion. 

' In first formulating, then 
revising and now effectively 
shelving its energy programme, 
the federal government has 
produced a bewildering and 
often contradictory mass of 
data over the past two jyears 
on which investment decisions 
involving hundreds of millions 
of mares have been in pan 
based. 

Thus, in the first draft of 
the energy -programme, Ger¬ 
many’s primary energy con¬ 
sumption was forecast to rise 
from 355 million tonnes of 
hard coal equivalent m 1972 to 
406 million last year, 510 mil¬ 
lion in 1980 and 610 million 
in 19S5. Oil was expected to 
provide more than half of this 
requirement throughout the 
period to the mid-1980s, meet¬ 
ing 54 per cent of primary 
energy needs in 1985. 

Coal was accorded a declin¬ 
ing role, its share of primary 


energy consumption dropping to 
only 8 per cent of the total by 
the mid-1980s from nearly 24 
per cent in 1972. 

The second draft, which 
appeared in the light of the oil 
crisis, envisaged a slightly 
slower growth in overall 
energy consumption to 475 mil* 
lion ‘tonnes of hard coal 
equivalent in 1980 and 555 mil¬ 
lion in 1985. The role of oil 
was to be cut back to provide 
only 47 per cent of overall 
energy requirement by the end 
of this decade and 44 per cent 
by 1985. 

On the other hand, domestic 
hard coal, Germany's sole 
major indigenous energy 
source, was to play a bigger 
role, and although the govern¬ 
ment did not set a firm target 
for 1985 it ordained a produc¬ 
tion capacity in the German 
coal industry of 94 millioq. 
tonnes in 1980, against the 
original target of cutting back 
annual production to 83 mil¬ 
lion tonnes in 1978. 

Hie hazards of forecasting 
were bom out by last year. 
According to estimates from 
Deutsche BP, German primary 
energy consumption fell 6 per 
cent to an estimated 345 mil¬ 
lion tonnes of hard coal 
equivalent—no less than 60 
million tonnes of hard coal 
equivalent below the level 
expected for 1975 in the first 
energy programme. 

Although the Bonn govern¬ 
ment has always pointed to rhe 
risks - involved in irs forecasrs, 
they hove necessarily provided 
a basis for policy decisions. 

Therefore, before the oil 
crisis and the subsequent deci¬ 
sion to bring the share of oil 
in 'primary energy consumption 
below 50 per cent, Bonn' was 
anxious to build up Germany’s 
refinenr capacity to reduce 
dependence on imported 
finished products 

This year some 10 million 
tonnes of refinery capacity will 
come on stream to press on a 
sector than is already operating 
far below the economic Jevei. 
Meanwhile, eight modern 


taskers, some partly financed 
by government frauds, are lying 
idle off the coast of Schleswig 
Holstein. 

Since the problem of coal 
over-production became acute, 
the government has taken 
steps to help the industry off 
load its surplus ourpur. But 
these steps will still be insuffi¬ 
cient to reaefa^ the sales levels 
foreshadowed in. the second 
energy programme. 

Coal sales to the electricity 
industry barely totalled 23 
million tonnes last year, 
although the government's pro¬ 
gramme envisaged annual sales 
averaging 33 million tonnes to 
1980. This week, ihe Bundestag 
will debate a new Bill whereby 
the electricity companies will 
raise their prices to help pay 
for the increased use of domes¬ 
tic coal in producing power. 
But instead of bringing the 
power stations* coal consump¬ 
tion up to 33 million tonnes a 
year, the most than is expected 
in 1976 is a firing of 28.5 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. ' 

To help bolster the coal in¬ 
dustry the government has also 
decided to freeze imported 
cual this year at the 1975 level 
of 4.7 million tonnes, has 
turned down steel makers' 
requests for a special import- 
quota of three million tonnes 
of caking coal and has brought 
forward its plans for building 
up a national coal reserve by 
beginning this year to finance 
some of'the stockpiled. coal at 
the pitheads. 

But this short-term approach, 
understandable though it is n 
an election yeav,_ is creating 
uncertainty in an industry that 
needs many years to plan and 
put -through investment deci¬ 
sions. 

More serious, perhaps, has 
been the Government's silence 
on the mineral oil industry. To 
lose nearly a million marks 
day on oil business last year, 
Deutsche BP had to take a loss 
of 25 marks on every tonne of 
finished product that it sold. 
According to its now chief 
executive, .Dr Hellmuth Bud- 
denberg, the situation is still 


serious, with losses per tonne 
of finished product sold stand- 
ing at 37 marks. ' i 

In consequence, it looks as rc 
Deutsche BP is not waiting for 
the Government to revise its 
energy programme in the oil' 
sector. Dr Buddenberg has 
already outlined a new policy 
to pull his concern out of the 
red that includes bringing re-, 
finery capacity into line with 
demand and adopting a more 
flexible attitude towards sujp. 
plies by. for example, import¬ 
ing finished products when 
these are available more 
cheaply than supplies made in 
Germany. 

In effect, he is thallenging 
the Government to show that it 
places a value on. the retention 
of domestic refinery capacity 
from the point of view of 
assuring energy supplies. . . v.. 

In doing this Dr Buddenberg 
may be performing a singular, 
service. He may bring about an' 
awareness that the present) 
over-supply, of energy in Wesr<

temporary phenomenon and;, 

that in the longer term energy^ 
could once again be in short; 
supply.
